One couldn't tell the board winners from 
the losers through the jubilation over the 
referendum success. 


The tally showed 1,940 "yes" to 1,293 


"no" for the issue. 


THE SCHOOL will be built on a 5.4- 


acre site on Janice Avenue in Des 
Plaines near St. Zachary Catholic 
Church and school. 


Those new board members who will be 


planning the school will be incumbent Al- 
len Sparks of three years and Erwin 
Poklacki, a runnerup in last year's elec- 
tion. 


Poklacki. of Arlington Heights, had the 


high vote of the four candidates with 
1.827 to Sparks' 1,650. Sparks is from Des 
Plaines. 


Albert Domanico. a former board 


member from Elk Grove Village had 
1,451 votes and Theodore Staddler, also 
of Elk Grove Village, had 963 votes. 


Poklacki came in strong in all 10 of the

$130,000

A fire causing at least $130,000 damage 


gutted a storage building in Centex In- 
dustrial Park in Elk Grove Village Satur- 
day, several months before the new own- 
er was to take possession.

"Why do we eat Matzoth (unleavened 


bread i? Why do we eat bitter herbs? 
Why do we dip twice' Why do we sit in a 
reclined position''" the child asks.

"Matzoth is eaten because when the Is- 


realues left Egypt they had to leave 
quickly. They were afraid the Pharaoh 
would change his mind. They didn't have 
time to let the dough rise in their bread. 
The result was Matzoth (a cracker like 
food," said Rabbi Hillel Gamoran of con- 
gregation Beth Tikvah in Hoffman Es- 
tates. 


"The bitter herb is eaten to remember 


the bitterness of slavery," he added. 


"Parsley is dipped into salt water," 


Rabbi Gamoran said. "The parsley is to 
remind us of Spring. The salt water rep- 
resents the tears of the slaves.

Richard Bachhuber was reelected to the 
school board Saturday while the second 
incumbent, Leah Cummins, lost her seat 
to Jack Matthews, an Arlington Heights 
resident. 


In a down-to-the-wire race, Matthews 


edged Mrs. Cummins out of second place 
in the six-man field with 265 votes. 


Bachhuber, a Mount Prospect resident, 


won the election with 3,850 votes, Mat- 
thews was second with 3,342 and Mrs. 
Cummins, from Elk Grove Village, third 
with 3,077. 


Don McGlothlin of Wheeling was fourth 


with 2,205 votes, Robert Winkle of Elk 
Grove Village fifth with 2,149 votes and 
Raymond Pettersen, Jr., sixth with 1,860. 


"CONSIDERING the high caliber of 


the other candidates, it is of considerable 


satisfaction to receive such a voter ap- 
proval of my work on the school board 
for the past six years," Bachhuber said. 


He pledged to continue working to keep 


the district in its position of leadership in 
education. 


Matthews, who was seeking election to 


the board for the first time, said he 
hopes to continue to provide the energy 
and effort to the seat he won from Mrs. 
Cummins: "She has worked hard and I 
will work to do as well. I am sure I will 
be able to contribute my experience and 
background." 


Matthews is a financial services man- 


ager in the midwest office of Shell Oil 
Co. 


WHEN FINAL results were announced 


late Saturday night in the Dist. 214 board 
room, Mrs. Cummins congratulated Mat- 


thews on his election: "I think I have 
been keeping a board seat warm for 
you," she said. 


Later, as board members and friends 


thanked her for her past efforts, she 
commented, "I still will be watching out 
for my kids — my 16,000 kids. Now I 
think I'll begin working to get the Mount 
Prospect Park District to build a pool at 
Prospect High School." 


In the unofficial tally, which still has to 


be checked and accepted by the Dist. 214 
board at its meeting April 19, Bachhuber 
led the field in 12 of 27 precincts and took 
second in five more. His strength was in 
his home town, Mount Prospect. 


Matthews led in three of five Arlington 


Heights precincts and took second in 11 
precincts. 


MRS. CUMMINS carried her town, Elk 


Grove Village, and was strong in the Des 
Plaines precincts. She was third in Ar- 
lington Heights. 


McGlothlin was the highest votegettef 


in one precinct. At Jack London School 
in Wheeling, his hometown, he carried 
578 votes to Matthews' 334 and BachhU- 
ber's 251. Almost 80 per cent of his sup- 
port came from Wheeling, Buffalo Grove 
and Prospect Heights. McGlothlin attrib- 
uted his strength in Wheeling to the 
heavy voter turnout for the Elementary 
Dist. 21 referendum. 


Winkle was second behind Mrs. Cum- 


mins in Elk Grove Village. 


Pettersen drew about one-third of his

Town Meeting Is Tomorrow 


The annual Elk Grove Township meet- 


ing will be held at 8 p.m. tomorrow in 
the Forest View High School theater, 
2121 (Joebbert Rd , Arlington Heights. 


Traditionally, the meeting was held to 


allow residents to vote on the budget and 
levy. That was changed by the statj leg- 
islature last year. The town board now 
votes on the levy and budget. 


This year the meeting will be used to 


read the annual reports, according to 
William Rohlwing. township supervisor. 
The reports include the town fund, town 
fund No. 2 (monies not received from a 2 
per cent tax allotment), road and bridge 


fund, general assistance fund, and sewer 
fund. 


Last Tuesday the town board of audi- 


tors held a hearing on the $166,012 town 
fund and $56,600 welfare fund budget and 
approved it unanimously. 


The budget, which was $20,000 less in 


the town fund and $10,000 less in the wel- 
fare fund, was not questioned by the 10 
township residents present at the hear- 
ing. 


THE BUDGET includes a $16,200 pro- 


vision for a tax collector. Last year the 
courts ruled the 2 per cent collection 
commission was unconstitutional, thus 


eliminating the tax collector position. 


However, there is a bill in the House of 


Representatives to replace the position of 
township tax collector. 


"We have allowed for it in case it was 


reinstated by the state. If it is not rein- 
stated, then the money will not be ex- 
pended," George Busse, town clerk, said. 


The budget also included $10,000 for the 


Township Youth Commission, $8,000 less 
than budgeted the year before. 


A request by Elk Grove Village Com- 


munity Service, seeking the aid of a 
township youth worker, was informally 
approved by the board of auditors at the 


meeting. If a worker is hired to work 
with problem youth, his salary would be 
supplied under the $10,000 allotted for the 
Township Youth Commission. 


Auditor Arthus Stevens Jr., in charge 


of the commission, said the $10,000 had 
not been planned for any particular pro- 
grams and would be available for a 
youth worker. 


Community Service, a village-funded 


social service agency, has one youth 
worker dealing with village teenagers re- 
ferred to him through police, churches 
and schools.

Zoning is the mo.it important issue fac- 


ing Elk Grove Village, according to 
Trustee Ronald Chernick. 


There are 1.100 acres west of 111. Rte. 


S3 in the village and a lot of acreage to 
the southwest of the village near 1-90 that 
must be dealt with in the future, he said. 


Chernick. o( 225 Brighton Rd., ia one of 


five candidates seeking one of three 
4-year terms on the village board next 
Tuesday. 


A self-employed insurance agent, he 


has lived in the village for 12 years. 
Chernick has been active In youth sports 
programs and served as chairman of the 
playground and recreation board prior to 
the formation of the park district. 


Chernick has been a trustee for six 


years and for the last year he has been 
chairman of the capital improvements 
committee. 


Zoning of land by Cook County in the 


unincorporated areas where the village 
has little control will be a factor in the 
development of the community, he said. 


"WK'RE TRYING TO get a handle on 


it (unfavorable zoning decisions by the 
county)," he said, pointing to a joint 
meeting last winter the village board had 
with developers of land southwest of the 
vtlage. 


The meeting was held in the wake of 


zoning decisions two developers received 
from the county despite village board ob- 
jections.

The outcome leri to several developers 


getting together in what may be a pool- 
ing of their resources and eventual an- 
nexation to the village under a plan both 
the village board and developers agree. 


In his bid for reelection, Chernick said 


he has been a "working trustee" of prov- 
en ability and will continue to be one if 
elected. 


The capital improvements committee 


has been responsible for the street 
maintenance program which last year 
saw some 40 residential streets resur- 
faced, Chernick said. 


It was more than $1 million program 


done at a quarter of the initially esti- 
mated cost, he said. Use of a repaying 
method used by the village for the first 
time kept costs down, he said. 


The committee has to its credit the 


new municipal building, a water trans- 
mission line for the portion of the com- 
munity west of Rte. 53, and other areas 
too numerous to list, he said. 


ASKED ABOUT public housing, Chern- 


ick said he does not like what has gone 
on in Chicago and cannot see public 
housing in Elk Grove Village. 


Chernick said he is a believer in people 


helping themselves. He said he does not 
favor rent subsidies for housing because, 
"they take away incentive." He said he 
worked to better himself in order to 
move to the suburbs and that others who 
want to live here should do the same. 


Turning to the Forest View Home- 


owners Association and the $11,000 fire 
protection contract the village offered it 
one year ago, he said "no one" showed 
that the figure was an unfair one. 


The homeowners had previously paid 


$3,000 a year for fire protection. 


He said it was unfortunate the subdivi- 


sion did not annex to the village and that 
the issue will "have to be reevaluated" 
by the new board. 


He said the village has had good rela- 


tions with the industrial park association 
and the park district, though there have 
been differences. 


HE SAID, "We've got to meet more 


informally" on an individual basis. The 
same goes for the park board, he in- 
dicated. "We've got to find out where we 


can help each other save tax dollars. 


Chernick on other issues: 
Sharing state income tax rebates with 


school districts — 


"The village comes first. The schools 


already receive 75 per cent of the tax 
dollar." 


Mobile home parks — "I have an open 


mind on this. I don't want any part of the 
Oasis (mobile home park) but we may 
be forced into taking it to protect our- 
selves."

Tougher penalities for drug pushers 


are needed, he said, along with the es- 
tablishment of a community drug pro- 
gram. 


The kids have got to help each other, 


he s;iul. singling out the teen hotline op- 
erated by Community Service, the vil- 
lage-funded social service agency, for its 
success in helping teens. 


The telephones, manned by teens who 


listen to problems of other teens and in-

form them where they may obtain help, 
"is a wonderful thing," according to 
Lindahl. 


An independent candidate for alder- 


man in Chicago's 41st ward in 1959, Lind- 
ahl listed several points he said he would 
push for as a trustee. 


They include: resurfacing Arlington 


Heights Road, extension of the CTA ra- 
pid transit line to the village, control of 
zoning and 
pollution, closer 
commu- 


nication between the various taxing bod- 
ies, encouragement of citizen participa- 
tion, in government, improvement of 
garbage collection and traffic controls, 
and regular street sweepings. 


LINDAHL HAS lived 'in the village, at 


690 Versailles Circle, for 1V4 years. He 
previously lived in Northbrook. 


He said residents do not know their 


trustees and that he would invite them to 


village meetings to become acquainted. 


"I'll publicize meetings through the 


clubs and churches. I'll request they 
send representatives," he said, as a 
means to improve communications. 


Lindahl said he was once almost slated 


for Democratic state representative in 
Chicago several years ago when he lived 
there. 


"I was bumped off the ticket because 


I was not in favor of open occupancy leg- 
islation," he said. 


"Forced integration," he said of open 


occupancy. "A fella should be able to 
live where he wants but he must take 
care of it." 


Lindahl said he is against public hous- 


ing. 


"It creates slums. "They (residents) 


are not obligated to take care of it," he 
said. 


LINDAHL SAID he recognized the 


need for tow cost housing in the suburbs 
"as long as it is not public housing." He 
said he favored housing in the $18,000- 
$20,000 area. 


Lindahl lists numerous organizations 


that he has or is active with, including a 
brief appointment last year on the hous- 
ing task force appointed by the village 
president. 


Of the village's relations with the in- 


dustrial park association, Lindahl said he 
would look into improving them but, 
"I'm sure not in favor of buttering up to 
them." 


Other Lindahl views: 


Mobile home parks — "They don't pay 


their fair share. I'm definitely against 
them. They'll starve the village and 
school tax systems." He said he would 
be against the Oasis Mobile home park 
coming into the village. 


Sharing state income tax rebates with 


school districts — "Only if the village 
could afford it without taking any ser- 
vices away. If there was a surplus I'd 
be in favor of helping out the school dis- 
trict." 


Home rule — "I'd have to study it." 
Forest View subdivision — he said the 


village has been "too strict" with the 
homeowners there and that the $11,000 
the village asked last year for fire pro- 
tection "sounds too high, but I'm not the 
fire chief." (The fire chief arrived at the 
figure. "We'd be better off with them in 
the village." 


A VILLAGE INCOME tax — "I'm defi- 


nitely against it." 


Regional government — "No. But I'd 


have to study it. Elk Grove would have 
too much to lose." 


An income disclosure law for public 


officials — "I would disclose it if every- 
one did. I have nothing to hide." 


An interchange at Biesterfield Road 


and 1-90 — "It would do the village good. 
It might bring in more traffic but it 
would help get us out."

Community Service youth group to use 
park districts teen center as its base of 
operation was denied by the Elk Grove 
Park board Thursday. 


The group, the youth services com- 


mittee of Community Service, had made 
the request the week before in a special 
hour-long presentation to the park com- 
missioners. 


The youth services committee request 


was denied by the board because it was 
contrary to policy, according to David 
von Schaumburg, board president. 


The board was unanimous in its vote 


on the issue, stressing it was the park 
district's policy to provide parks and rec- 
reation, not "social mental health ser- 
vices," even if they involved youth. 


Community Service, a social service 


agency funded by the village, works in 
the areas of eany childhood, adult and 
youth services. Its office is located in the 
Park and Shop on Arlington Heights and 
Higgins Rds. The lease on the Commu- 
nity Service office expires May 22 and 
the groups, especially the youth group, 
have been looking for new facilities. 


THE REQUEST was also based on the 


Idea that major youth programs in the 
community should emanate from the 
teen center, according to Irwin Helford, 
youth services committee chairman. 


The committee had also proposed us- 


ing part of the teen center for a coffee- 
house program, which was not denied by 
the park board. Helford said this would 
probably be discussed later. 


Helford commented on the decision. 


"It's unfortunate. I think the village 
youngsters are going to be the ones to 
suffer " 


Park board members did make it clear 


that any youths involved In the Commu- 
nity Service programs were welcome to 
me the teen center at any time. 


Prior to the decision, commissioner 


Neil Cooney said, "I have been ex- 
tremely critical of Community Service as 
a private citizen. I happen to know first 
hand of the rotten situation that exists 
with respect to Community Service." 


He added, "If the park district would 


be stupid enough to partake in any asso- 
ciation with Community Service they 
ought to be voted out of existence." 


COONEY, WHO once served on the 


Community Service board for several 
months, said he resigned because he did 
not agree with the program. 


He explained he was not referring to 


the youth involved in the program. He 
said, "The community is comprised of a 
hell of a lot of good kids. Contrary to 
popular belief the bad kids do not con- 
gregate around the teen center or 


Community Service. They are just two 
different kinds of kids." 


He added, "To put together the two 


groups would be the biggest mistake in 
the community. One of Community Ser- 
vice's own board members told me not to 
permit them into the teen center." 


In another area the board voted to is- 


sue up to $25,000 in tax anticipaton war- 
rants that may be needed because of late 
distribution of taxes by Cook County. 


The board also announced that a re- 


cent Circuit Court decision declaring the 
corporate personal property tax uncon- 
stitutional may cause it to lose $32,000 
this year. Von Schaumburg said it would 
not, cause any cuts on this year's budget 
but would for the coming fiscal year be- 
ginning in two weeks.

city. It is reaching crisis proportions, as 
indicated by these figures." 


Although the report did not break down 


the number of deaths in suburban and 
urban areas, statistics did not point out 
that most fatalities involved the use of 
morphine and barbiturates. 


More than 100 of the victims were be- 


tween 20 and 30 years old, according to 
the report. A breakdown by race showed 
169 whites, 107 blacks and one American 
Indian accounted for the total number of 
deaths 


The report also showed 168 of the vic- 


tims were men.

Some Call Him 'Boss' 
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Mayor Richard J. Daley — Chicago Is His Domain

CHICAGO - (NBA) - All over this 


planet. Chicago has been known for three 
thing*: hog butcher for the world, the 
stomping ground* of Al Capone and the 
domain of Richard J. Daley. 


As things have changed, the hogs and 


butchers have gone elsewhere. Al Capone 
ha* long since collected his just rewards. 
But Chicago — energetic, confused, frus- 
trated Chicago - is still the domaain of 
Richard J. Daley. 


Dalpy, at 09. has just been elected to 


serve his fifth term as mayor, defeating 
Republican Richard Friedman by a mar- 
gin most politely described as whopping. 
For most Chicago«n.s younger than 30. 
Daley is mayor the way George Wash- 
ington is on a quarter or the way Matt 
couldn't be any other way. 
Dillon is Sheriff of Dodge City. It 


Richard J. Daley the man has never- 


theless remained an unknown quantity to 
most people in the city. Two Chicago 
newspapermen have attempted to change 
this recently with biographies of the 
mayor, "Boss." by Mike Royko and "Da- 
ley of Chicago," by Bill Glesson 


Gleason. Chicago's best sportswriter. is 


sympathetic to the mayor, forgiving him 
his trespasses and accentuating the posi- 
tive effects of Daley's 16-year reign, al- 
though he is far from uncritical. 


Royko, one of the country's best news- 


paper writers, turns out a daily column 


in which he frequently plays Robin Hood 
to Daley's Prince John. (Criticizing Da- 
ley, however, is historically ineffective, 
like throwing Ping-Pong balls at a tank). 
His book is, take your pick, vicious and 
biased or insightful and hilarious. What- 
ever it is, it is not sympathetic. 


While Gleason passes lightly over Da- 


ley's youth, which he spent in the same 
Irish neighborhood on Chicago's South 
Side where he still lives, Royko goes into 
detail on the mayor's association with 
the Hamburgs, which Daley talks about 
as a sort of prehistoric junior chamber of 
commerce but which Royko likes to think 
of as a street gang. 


THE SAME contrast in approach con- 


tinues throughout both book* as they in- 
tersperse looks at Daley today with tales 
of his rise to power (quiet party worker 
taking advantage of every opportunity 
that comes to him and manufacturing a 
few that don't come), inviting a com- 
parison to Stalin that even Royko is not 
unkind enough to make. 


Since he was first elected mayor in 


1955, Daley has cozily aligned himself 
with most of the city's top businessmen, 
even though he is a Democrat and they 
are, for the most part, Republicans. He 
was endorsed for reelection this year by 
the city's four major daily newspapers — 
including the Tribune, which has not had 
a kind word for a national Democrat 
since 1880 or so.

Even as screaming patients were still 


being dragged from the rubble of a col- 
lapifd Veterans hospital in San Fer- 
nando, The Rev. Donald Abernathy of 
Stone Mountain. Georgia, was capital- 
izing on this disastrous earthquake, by 
announcing: "Los Angeles has exalted it- 
self as the City ol 'Ihi- Angels - ami it s 
going to be brought down to its grave'" 


Rev. 
Abernathy attracted similar na- 


tional attention in 1968 when his an- 
nounced "vision" of (he complete de- 
struction of Los Angeles was taken so 
sot imish by his flock in the Bible Apos- 
tolic Church of Bell Gardens, that they 
hi-eded his orders to sell everything and 
move as a group to Georgia. 


Most Californians will feel well rid of 


this voice-of-doom with his insufferable 
assurance that for no apparent reason, 
hp has been tapped as The Almighty's 
personal early warning system. For even 
the late Father Divine (who publicly ad- 
mitted that he was God) could be at least 
appropriate in such pronouncements. 
Just after this incredible, but affable and 
rotund black cult leader was sentenced 
to a ten-day jail term, the elderly judge 
who handed down the sentence sustained 
a heart attack and passed quickly and 
peacefully to his reward When the 
pross descended en masse upon Father 
Divine in his cell and asked for a com- 
mrnt. Father frowned and replied in 
somber tones. "I hated to do it!" 


NVU'RAI, DISASTERS have always 


provided a goldmine for some religion- 
ists, although the Jehovah's Witnesses, 
who virtually drool over their eager ex- 
pectations of the impending end of this 
wii Id. h.-ivr drown wiser thimiuh the 
years. This sect's founder, Charles Taze 
Russell, assured his followers that the 
Second Coming of Christ was scheduled 
for 1874. with the precise date being suc- 
cessively advanced to 1914; then to 1918 
and tutor to 1925. (These dates were later 
explained n.i hnvmg been "invisible Sec- 
ond Comings " The Witnesses have nos 
learned the folly of being specific in this 
regard and have yielded to such tan- 


talizing pronouncements as "The End is 
near!" or "At any time'") 


Almost invariably when there are a 


handful of survivors of a plane crash or 
a mining disaster, one or more of them 
will piou.slv afi.rni that "God *as v.ilh 
me!" This, while the families of those 
who died are so dazed with shock and 
grief that they cannot cry out against 
such presumptuousness — and the idea 
that God was not with their loved ones 
who perished 


The concept of God as either a puppet- 


master or the great celestial banker (in- 
stead of a Father) was denounced by the 
Book of Job as well as by Jesus Christ 
when he emphatically denied that a 
group of Gallileans, who had been 
slaughtered by Pontius Pilate, were 
thereby suffering for their sins. 


Moreover, the hoary practice of ascrib- 


ing every natural disaster to God ap- 
pears to be undergoing progressive aban- 
donment in the civil courts due to, 
among other reasons, a number of amus- 
ing litigations. In Florida, for instance, 
when a court held that one plaintiff's in- 
jury was due to an "Act of God," he 
promptly filed suit against 23 churches 
and one synagogue, charging that they 
are "God's Agents." And in Oakland, Ca- 
lif., a secretary filed suit against God, 
charging that "careless control of the 
weather" had damaged her house when 
it was hit by lightning. 


ONE OF THE most decisive responses 


to this kind of theology, however, came 
from a legendary city editor. A young 
reporter telegraphed the following on- 
the-scene report of the Johnstown Flood: 


"God came out of the mountains today 


and set His ravages upon the City of 
Johnstown, Pa. As if from a huge pail, 20 
million tons of water . . ." 


At this point, the city editor imme- 


diately wired the young reporter a re- 
sponse which has become a journalistic 
classic: 


"Forget the flood — get me an inter- 


view with God."

But then the national party lines don't 


mean much in the city. Friedman and 
Benjamin Adamowski, Daley's Republi- 
can mayoral opponent in 1963, were both

former Democrats. And Daley himself 
became a Republican member of the 
state legislature in the 1930s when it was 
expedient. 


The operative word in Chicago politics 


— as Gleason and Royko make clear — 
is neither "charisma" or "ideology." It 
is "clout," which you have in proportion 
to your influence at City Hall. Daley, 
master of the malapropism, did not get 
where he is today — which is somewhere 
just this side of constitutional monarchy 
— because of his articulate speeches or 
pleasant manner or winning TV smiles. 


He got there because he knows how to 


use clout. He has, in fact, raised the pro- 
cess to an art form. 


CHICAGO'S POLITICAL apparatus is 


a 
1 pyramid based on the party precinct 
captain. In Chicago, you go to your pre- 
cinct captain if you want a traffic ticket 
fixed, or your alley paved, or a tree in 
front of your house chopped down. There 
are a few existing Republican precinct 
captains, but if you go to one of them 
your ticket is likely to stay unfixed, your 
alley is likely to stay unpaved and the 
tree is likely to keep growing. 


It is the Democratic precinct captain 


who has the clout. He can go wherever it 
is necessary to go to get the favor done. 
Then you owe your Democratic precinct 
captain something. A vote will do. 


In return, if he is loyal and delivers at 


election time, the precinct captain gets a 


good political job. He may become a 
Health Department inspector, which 
means he signs in at an office in the 
morning, then spends the day inspecting 
his insurance'business or his television 
set or the bleachers at the ball park. 


AND WHAT DOES the mayor get out 


of all this? He gets all the votes that the 
Republican candidate does not get in the 
mayoral elections, which is most of 
them. 


The system does not, perhaps, embell- 


ish the glory of democracy, but it has 
kept Richard J. Daley mayor of Chicago 
for 16 years. A vote is a vote is a vote is 
a vote. 


The country at large had been general- 


ly content to let Chicago stew in its own 
political system until 1968, when the riots 
during the Democratic national con- 


There were no microphones nearby, 


but Royko quotes some lip-reading evi- 
dence that what Daley was saying is or- 
vention put Daley into the spotlight, a 
position that ill suits him. The climax 
came when Sen. Abraham Ribicoff of 
Connecticut rose to accuse the Chicago 
police of using "Gestapo tactics" in com- 
bating the demonstrators.

politics of Chicago Democrats. Gleason 
quotes Tom Keane. the alderman v\ho 
rides shotgun for Daley, as calling the 
mayor "the greatest political leader in 
American history."

ley, balance the expressways. sk\- 
scrapers and urban renewal projec's 
against the struggling school system, un- 
rest in the decaying black areas and 'he 
unhappy people displaced by renewal? 


"HIS SUCCESSES are unparalleled '' 


writes Gleason. "His failure is singular 
. . Race. He is good with buildings, biit 
he is poor with people — and deplorably 
poor with people who are black." 


Royko's kindest assessment — maybe 


his most perceptive — comes as he de- 
scribes the end of a typical Daley daj: 


"He tells his driver that tomorrow will 


require an even earlier start. He must 
catch a flight to Washington to tell a 
committee that the cities nocd more 
money. There are so many things that 
must be built so many more people to be 
hired. But he'll be back the same day. in 
the afternoon, 
with enough time to 


maybe stop at the Hall There's always 
something to do there Things have to l-e 
done. If he doesn't do them, who will?"

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Planning Opens Its Doors To Women 


by DOROTHY OLIVER 


A city needs to be modernized. A shop- 


ping center is about to go up. A subdivi- 
sion is in the making. Housing ... re- 
newal ... redevelopment... 


It all takes planning. And behind the 


forethought are men and women in the 
planning field. 


Again, women have entered a field 


once thought of as a "man's profession." 
.The American Institute of Planners has 
a female membership of 331, or 6.1 per 
cent of its 5,400 members. (In 1965 4.9 
per cent, or 149 of the members were 
women.) 


Not only are women being accepted, 


but they are hired in well paying, respon- 
sible jobs. Preliminary figures gathered 
from 600 planning agencies show that ap- 
proximately eight per cent of the top lev- 
el jobs, that of planning director, are 
filled by women. 


WHAT DO PLANNERS DO? Mary 


McLean, a private planning consultant, 
has worked in many aspects of the field 
since receiving her master's degree in 
19S2 from the University of North Caro- 
lina. 


Research, writing and the preparation 


of plans have taken up part of her ca- 
reer. She has worked on comprehensive 
plans for cities such as Harvey, New Le- 
nox and LaSalle, HI., looking into land 
use, public facilities and street patterns. 
Another time she worked on urban city 
redevelopment for a city in Iowa which 
had been hit by a tornado. 


"I really don't think there is any job in 


planning that cannot be handled by a 
woman," said Miss McLean. "The busi- 
ness world is a man's world, and most 
men feel it is a distinct advantage to 
have a planning director who is a man 
because he is working with men. But 
there is no reason why a women can't 
handle this kind of job." 


THE PLANNER looks to the future — 


often not seeing any tangible results of 
her efforts for a long time. She must be 
committed to social and environmental 
changes that will offer advantages to the 
people and be willing to work with those 
people in finding solutions to their prob- 
lems. 


Esthetics are not the only concern — 


social and economic ramifications are 
extremely important. Racial situations, 
income levels, health services, trans- 
portation needs are all considered with 
development projects. 


A master's degree in planning is not 


essential, said Mary McLean, but, "It is 
an avenue to a job in the planning field 
— probably the most direct. It is desir- 
able for a woman, especially, because it 
puts her in a higher competitive posi- 
tion." 


AT THIS TIME the Illinois Institute of 


Technology on Chicago's South Side and 
Northwestern University in Evanston are 
the only universities in the area that of- 
fer a master's hi planning. Roosevelt 
University and Loyola University offer 
master's in urban studies. 


The American Institute of Planners 


(AIP), the professional organization for 
urban planners, suggests a future plan- 
ner do undergraduate work in fields such 
as social sciences — particularly politi- 
cal science, sociology and economics — 
geography, law, public administration, 
architecture or engineering. 


The October, 1970, edition of "Plan- 


ning," the newsletter of the American 
Society of Planning Officials (ASPO) 
contains an article, "Women In Plan- 
ning" by Isreal Stollman, executive di- 
rector of the Society. 


"From time to time, a woman planner 


notes that it takes her longer to get a 
new job than it takes a male planner to 
do so," the article states. "Few women 


are planning directors or in other Jobs of 
high responsibility. 


"AT ITS APRIL meeting, the ASPO 


Board asked for a Committee on Wom- 
en's Rights to report to the 1971 annual 
meeting." 


"There are now some studies under- 


way to find out more about either ov?rt 
or disguised discrimination against wom- 
en on the job, on the campus or in atti- 
tudes," said Marjorie Berger, ASPO as- 
sociate director. "Some ideas and pro- 
posals have been made (at the recent 
convention) but none have been adopted 
as yet." 


Both ASPO and API are heading in the 


direction of woman's rights in planning. 
Within the next year the AIP intends to 
add that there cannot be discrimination 
of minorities and women in their code of 
conduct. ASPO will follow suit. 


Mary McLean is a member of the 


woman's rights committee. "This com- 
mittee is concerned with how planning 
affects women in careers, in public 
agencies and how it affects them in their 
communities." 


ONE OF THE THINGS the committee 


is discussing is the need for a woman's 
voice in the design of facilities — from 
day care centers to kitchens — that 
directly affect women. 


Opportunities and equality for women 


in planning are opening up. As stated in 
the "Women In Planning" article, "A 
profession that has proclaimed its per- 
sonnel shortages in every year of its 
modern history, and that is paid to look 
ahead, should be quick to draw upon un- 
der used womanpower. 


"Aside from the social equity and hu- 


man sense of more women working more 
equally in planning, then* greater partici- 
pation will correct for the lapses and 
gaps in plans that are not attentive 
enough to special community needs of 
women."

Sen. Saperstein, D. Chicago, has in- 


troduced legislation to enact a Fair La- 
bor Standards Act in Illinois protecting 
both men and women. 


This legislation would set a minimum 


wage of $1.40 an hour the first year and 
$1.60 the second for those in manufac- 
turing industries and service occupa- 
tions. It would establish a minimum 
wage for agricultural and migrant work- 
ers but not minimum or maximum 
hours. It also provides for repeal of the 
8-hour day and allows voluntary over- 
time at premium pay. The proposed leg- 
islation would create an administrator to 
implement the provisions of the act. 


The bills creating the Fair Labor Stan- 


dards Act are S459462.

A New Approach 


To Drug Abuse 


Cook County recently completed 


a pilot project providing a fresh 
approach to the growing drug prob- 
lem m the Chicago area. State's 
Mtv. Kdward V Hanrahan. whose 
ofhce developed and sponsored the 
program, is now reviewing the re- 
sults to determine whether it is 
worth continuing. 


The thrust ot the project was to- 


wards education, rather than pun- 
ishment, as a deterrent to drug 
abuse. Designed for youthful first 
offenders charged with possession 
of "soft" drugs, it offered a mean- 
ingful alternative to criminal pros- 
ecution. The \oung person charged 
w i t h an offense was given the op- 
portunity to enroll in a five-week 
course of instruction on the harm- 
ful effects and the psychological 
and social causes of drug use. Indi- 
vidual counseling was also avail- 
able 


During the five weeks, the 62 


persons enrolled in the pilot pro- 
cram had to demonstrate they did 
not violate drug or penal laws and 
were 
required 
to 
satisfactorily 


complete administrative require- 
ments of the training course. Hav- 
ing now completed the course, the 
vouths must stay out of trouble for 
three months, after 
which the 


state's attorney's office will drop 
all charges. This will erase any 
record of a criminal conviction. 


The need for such a program is 


self-evident. For most of us are 
acutely aware of the frightening 
fact drug-related problems now 
plague every corner of society. It 
has also become apparent that 
rruwv young people, not cognizant 
of the physiological or legal dan- 
gers, unwittingly engage in curious 
experimentation. 
Most of these 


vouths are not "criminal types." 
but unsuspecting victims of a so- 
c i d l s t r u c t u r e inadequately 
equipped to cope with drug abuse. 


The scope of the legal problems 


can easily be seen right here in 
Cook County. Two judges presiding 
over the narcotics court face as 
many as 400 cases daily — an ugly 
fact that threatens to bring fair ju- 
dicial administration to a stand- 
still. 


Sheer numbers alone underscore 


the need for a realistic alternative 
to criminal prosecution in cases 
not clearly requiring legal action. 


It is likely the project by the 


state's attorney qualifies as one of 
those alternatives. Certainly it 
rates as the best program of its 
kind we have seen in Cook County. 
It provides a positive approach to a 
problem generating so many nega- 
tive answers. Yet, it doesn't let the 
offender "off the hook" and de- 
mands that he (or she) clearly 
demonstrates 
a 
willingness 
to 


avoid future drug-use. 


We understand Hanrahan will at- 


tempt to find another agency to ad- 
minister the program if he decides 
to continue it. 


Although there is no word on 


what agency might be requested to 
pick up where the state's attorney 
left off, Hanrahan should be ex- 
tremely careful in his selection to 
insure the program is given the 
best chance for continued success. 


Also, Hanrahan should take steps 


to correct the one serious flaw in 
the program. For some unknown 
reason, the pilot project excluded 
offenders from suburban areas. It 
is likely a distinction was made 
only to facilitate first-stage admin- 
istration. 


But if Hanrahan decides to con- 


tinue the drug-abuse program — 
and we hope he will — it should be 
opened to all youthful offenders, 
regardless of where they live in 
Cook County. 


After all, drug abuse is a subur- 


ban problem, too.

Poor Don Strong.

But the proposal from DuVuono, an Ar-

There are several assets to such a 


plan. First, such an idea, if enacted, 
would save the district a great deal of 
money. If salaries were held steady — in 


other words, if teachers agreed to the 
same wage package they had last year 
— the district might be able to fund pro- 
grams it will, or has, cut from the budg- 
et. 


In effect, the freeze could save jobs. 


Teachers would be making the same 
amount they made last year, but fewer 
of their untenured numbers would be job- 
hunting. 


Second, it could protect some of the 


district's — or any district's — in- 
novative programs, many of which are 
the special pride of teachers. 


Third, teachers would be on the offen- 


sive next year in salary negotiations. 
They could argue with justification that 
the "wage freeze" called for a 1972 mon- 
etary reward. 


Finally, if such a wage freeze should 


ever be considered on a four-township, 
northwest suburban basis — a pipe-

NEW YORK (UPJ) - The way Japa- 


nese automobiles are grabbing a major 
share of the American market for for- 
eign cars worries Detroit. 


The Japanese makers have captured 


about 30 per cent of the market for im- 
porters in only a few years. Most signifi- 
cant Is that both the American market- 
ers of the Nipponese cars and indepen- 
dent automobile trade experts say they 
hnve done so more at the expense of Det- 
roit's compacts and minicars than Eu- 
ropean cars. 


"The Japanese are mainly responsible 


for the enormous growth of imported car 
sales in the last few years in spite of 
Detroit's introduction of very small 
cars." said an editor of Automotive 
News.

SUBARU. 
This 
moderately 


priced front-wheel drive import made by 
Fuji heavy industries in Japan is rela- 
tively new to America. Yet Michael L. 
Sanyour, who left Volkswagen to become 
president of the American company dis- 
tributing Subaru, noted that Subaru sales 
grew so fast they passed sales of the 
French Peugeot by 12 per cent last year. 
In 1969, Peugeot outsold Subaru in the 
United States two-to-one. This year, San- 
your hopes to sell 20.000 Subarus. 


That could pull Subaru even with 


Renault which has been on the American 
market in force smce World War II. But 
Sanyour admits it would take him a long 
time to catch the two top selling Japa- 
nese cars in America. Toyota sold 184,896 
cars in the U.S. last year and Datsun 
sold 100.541. 


Neither of the two Japanese leaders 


threatens Volkswagen which sold 565,000 
in the U.S. last year. Sanyour points out, 
however, that the Japanese have cut 
Volkswagen's share of the U.S. market 
from 40 per cent to about 35 per cent. 


Several Japanese cars on the U.S. 


market — aside from the leaders — sell 
around 20,000 One goes under an Ameri- 
can name, the Colt, made for the Dodge 
division of Chrysler by the Mitsubishi Co. 
in Japan. 


ANOTHER IS THE Mazda, made by a 


relatively small company. It is sold in 
western and southern states with the op- 
tion of either a convent1 mal motor or a 
Wankel rotating combustion engine. Maz- 
da made headlines sometime ago by de- 
stroying a shipment of brand new cars 
because of a defect. 


Mazda decided it would be too ex- 


pensive to take the cars back to Japan to 
correct the defects, so it junked them. 
Safety defects have been the Japanese 
automakers' biggest problem in the 
United States. Last year, more than half 
of 503,000 foreign cars that had to be re- 
called to correct safety defects were 
Japanese made. 


Government figures show that im- 


ported cars, with less than 20 per cent or 
the total market, accounted for about 40 
per cent of safety defects necessitating 
recall. 


All Japanese cars except the Subaru 


and the Dodge Colt are marketed in 
America by subsidiaries of the makers in 
Japan. But Sanyour, who took his MBA 
at Harvard before joining Volkswagen, 
and his associates raised the capital in 
Wall Street to found Subaru of America, 
Inc. It has headquarters in Pennsuaken, 
N.J.

The new station will enlarge our com- 
mitment to nuclear power, the cleanest 
form of energy, to more than $2. billion 
and increase our nuclear capacity to 9.6 
million kilowatts. This means that nucle- 
ar power will supply over half of the 
projected electricity needs of Com- 
monwealth Edison customers by 1980." 


Commonwealth Edison's first nuclear 


station, Dresden, near Morris, began 
producing power in 1960 and has since 
been expanded by the addition of two 
large units. Two other Edison plants, 
Quad-Cities and Zion, are under con- 
struction, and a fourth nuclear station 
has been proposed for construction in La- 
Salle County. 


Everything not made nor stocked by 


Western Electric, manufacturing and 
supply unit for the Bell System, must be 
purchased from outside suppliers.

The company's computer then goes 
to work. It prices the basic car, plus ev- 
ery option you've selected, and prints all 
the information on a data sheet that's 
mailed back to you. 


This data sheet looks very much like 


the "sticker" found on the left rear win- 
dow of every new car. But it has one 
essential difference. 


Your data sheet shows two prices for 


each element, instead of one. It has a 
"list price." just as the new car sticker 
does. But it also has the dealer's cost 
printed in an adjoining column. 


This means that there are two totals 


at the bottom of the sheet. One is the list 
price suggested by the manufacturer for 
retail sales. The other is the price the 
dealer must pay for the car himself. 


At this point, you have a choice to 


make. Using your information, you can 
go to your local dealer and try to strike a 
bargain that suits you. Or, you can ask 
Car/Puter to put you in touch with one of 
the dealers on its list. 


Cooperating dealers are pledged to sell 


you any car at cost, plus $125. 
Car/Puter makes its money in two 
ways in this operation. It charges $5 for 
its computerized data sheets, and it gets 
$25 (out of the $125) when it con- 
summates a sale. 


The cooperating dealers are happy, 


too. They get $100 for a sale they figure , 
they'd never have gotten otherwise. And 
they get a year-end rebate from the 
manufacturer bused on annual volume. 


Is computerized 
one-upsmanship a 


good idea if you are in the market for a 
car? Probably it is, since it gives you an 
edge in any bargaining session. 


You can accomplish somewhat the 


same thing, however, by using one of the 
price booklets now sold on many news- 
stands. The printed information is more 
apt to be out of date, though, and it lacks 
the access to dealers that guarantees a 
ceiling price.

In A Series A Concise Look at 
Common Diseases 


Rubeola 
(Red Measles) 
Cause: A virus, transmitted in droplets spread by coughs or 


sneezes, by direct contact with infected persons, indirectly by 
articles contaminated by secretions from the nose or throat; 
sometimes it is airborne. 


Symptoms: After an incubation period of seven to 14 days (usual- 


ly 13), fever, runny nose, hacking cough, inflamed eyes, tiny 
white spots inside the cheeks. The temperature may rise 
rapidly or may go up by steps for three daya. A characteristic 
rash appears about the fourth day, beginning at the hairline 
on the face and neck, spreading to the torso and extremities. 


Treatment: Confinement to bed until the rash clears, then protec- 


tion from cold and dampness for 10 to 14 days. Strong light 
will cause discomfort, so keep patient turned away from the 
principal source of light. Itching may be relieved by calamine 
lotion. Sometimes cough medicine and penicillin are given. 
The patient should be isolated, from the first appearance of 
early signs until about four or five days after the rash 
appears. 


Complications: Usually, none. Occasionally pneumonia, ear ab- 


cesses, a severe and sometimes fatal form of encephalitis, or, 
rarely, blindness. 


Control: A highly effective vaccine is now available. Gamma 


globulin given five to six days after exposure can prevent or 
modify the disease. All articles soiled by nose and throat 
secretions should be disinfected or burned. 


Rubella 
(German Measles) 
Cause: A virus — NOT the same virus which causes the poten- 


tially less serious rubeola (red measles). 


Symptoms: A rash, usually faint, which slowly covers the trunk 


and finally appears on the extremities. Occasional joint pains 
in wrists, fingers or ankles. Some reddening of the throat and 
eyelids; swelling of lymph nodes at the back of the neck. 


Treatment: Usually, the patient is not especially ill, the tempera- 


ture is rarely high, and there is little or no cough. Rest is 
usually prescribed. 


Duration: The illness lasts about three days. 
Complications: Usually, none. Occasionally pneumonia, ear ab- 


scesses, a seclarly in the nationwide rubella epidemic of 
1964-66, it has become clear that when a mother has the 
disease during the first three months of pregnancy, profound 
damage to the infant may result. These babies may have 
heart damage, deafness, cataracts, faulty vision, alterations 
in the bones and even mental abnormality, and may infect 
others for many months. 


Prevention: After years of search, the virus has been identified, a 


vaccine has been developed, and it has been licensed. Given 
to girls before puberty, it will prevent the sad problem of the 
rubella baby. 


Mumps 
Cause: A virus. 
Symptoms: Sometimes few or none; many people have mumps 


without realizing it. In childhood, slight fever, indefinite 
feeling of illness, swelling of the salivary glands, minor dis- 
comfort. Rarely, high fever and severe illness. 


Treatment: Rest, aspirin for discomfort. 
Complications: In adults, mumps can be a painful and seriour. 


disease. There may be painful inflammation of the testicles in 
adolescent and adult males. In women, there may be in- 
fection of the ovaries. However, contrary to the popular 
belief, mumps in adults seldom causes sterility. Mumps some- 
times leads to a form of meningitis which, curiously, is not 
serious. 


Prevention: An entremely effective vaccine has been developed, 


with a success ratio of about 95 per cent. It is usually not 
given to small children, because if thi\v contract the disease 
they are not usually very sick and they gain a reliable degree 
of immunity. However, it is strongly advised for boys over 
10, and for adult males, who have NOT had the disease 
itself. It may also be given to girls and women who have not 
had mumps. 


Tonsillitis 
Cause: Almost any infection which involves the nose and throat 


may involve the tonsils, which are composed largely of lym- 
phoid cells, and, because of their position in the throat, serve 
as the "first line of defense" against organisms invading'.the 
body. A number of different organisms can cause tonsillitis; 
the bug called beta streptococcus is often the culprit. 


Symptoms: Red and swollen tonsils, which may be covered with a 


discharge of pus. The glands of the neck are often much 
swollen. Scarlet fever begins in much the same way. How- 
ever, in the latter, the scarlet rash appears in about 24 hours. 


Treatment: All beta streptococci respond quickly to penicillin, 


but this requires about 10 days of treatment. Other bacterial 
infections are treated with appropriate medications, depend- 
ing on the nature of the organism. 


Complications: Where beta streptococcus is the infecting agent, it 


may sometimes lead to acute rheumatic fever with sub- 
sequent heart damage, or to acute kidney disease. Vigorous 
use of penicillin is often prescribed to prevent these after 
effects. 


Croup 
Cause: Various degrees of obstruction or swelling in the larynx 


(voice box) as the result of a viral respiratory infection such 
aa the common cold or bacterial organism such as hemophilus

DON'T light fires with gasoline. 
DON'T smoke in bed or any- 


where you are likely to fall asleep, 
nor when your gas tank is being 
filled. 


DON'T try to clean burns. Don't 


use medication, grease, oil or butter 
on burns. Cold water is the best 
emergency treatment. 


DON'T bandage too tightly. Ap- 


ply bandage evenly and firmly. A 
bandage that is too tight can cause 
further injury. 


DON'T try to force liquid by 


mouth on an unconscious person. 


DON'T take any medicine with- 


out reading the label. 


DON'T panic in an emergency. 


Concentrate on the injury, not the 
person. 


Symptoms: Hoarse, noisy, "croupy" respiratory sounds, with a 


barking cough. Stridor — the high-pitched, noisy breathing 
— often comes on suddenly in the early evening, and may 
terrify the child and his parents alike. 


Treatment: Often croup is relieved by a steam kettle or vaporizer 


at the bedside, cold compresses to the throat, or induced 
vomiting. The child may feel better if he is placed in a 
bathroom with a hot shower running, creating steam. Some 
may do better in a cold mist in a hospital-type mist tent. In 
serious cases, passage of a breathing tube through the larynx 
may be necessary. Sometimes a surgical opening must be 
provided below the larynx — a procedure called tracheosto- 
my. 


Comment: Physicians used to refer to "true croup" or "false 


croup." The former was diphtheria, a gravely serious disease* 
marked by intense inflammation, hoarseness, loss of voice, 
and even suffocation and death. Now, as the result of immu- 
nization, diphtheria has all but disappeared, and only the 
several varieties of "false croup" remain. 


Rheumatic Fever 
Cause: A streptococcus infection, usually preceded by a sore 


throat which may or may not be detected as a "strep" 
throat. 


Symptoms: Fever, tender, swollen joints. 
Treatment: Responds to antibiotic therapy. Symptoms usually 


subside within eight to 16 weeks even without treatment. 


Prevention: Persons who have once had an attack of rheumatic 


fever are Usually maintained on extended antibiotic treat- 
ment to prevent flare-ups. Precautionary methods are partic- 
ularly indicated if there is a tendency for rheumatic fever to 
occur in family. The most important preventive measure: 
Prompt medical attention for sore throats. 


Complications: Rheumatic heart disease often (but not always) 


results. 


Outlook: Rheumatic fever is much less prevalent and less threat- 


ening than it once was. Dramatic advances — especially in

antibiotics — have reduced the gravity of rheumatic heart 
disease. 


Influenza 
Cause: A number of different viruses can cause "flu." 
Symptoms: Headache, cough, sore throat, nasal discharge, fever, 


muscle pains and a general feeling of being utterly miserable, 
followed by a "below par" feeling which can last for a week 
or more. 


Treatment: The aim is to keep the patient comfortable and to 


prevent the development of complications. The patient 
should stay in bed, drink adequate amounts of fluid, and eat 
lightly. Aspirin can help to reduce the discomfort, and cough 
medicine may be of value. Beyond that, the disease must run 
its course. 


Complications: Flu may lead to pneumonia, abscessed ears or 


other secondary infections, sometimes even death. High-risk 
groups include elderly persons, pregnant women, and persons 
with such chronic illnesses as heart or lung disease or diabe- 
tes. 


Prevention: Vaccines have been developed to provide protection 


against as many strains of flu as possible; however, when a 
new strain comes along — like the A-2 or the Hong Kong 
strains responsible for world-wide 1965-66 and 1968-1969 
epidemics — the older vaccines do not provide protection. In 
cases like this, the specific vaccine is usually in short supply 
and is reserved for people in the high-risk groups. 


Infectious Mononucleosis 
Cause: An infecting organism which is believed to be viral. 
Contagion: Probably transmitted by any close contact. 
Symptoms: Headache, sore throat, mild fever, sometimes a rash, 


weakness and listlessness. The site of the infection is the 
lymphatic system, and the lymph nodes in the neck are 
particularly likely to be enlarged and sensitive. There may be 
enlargement of the spleen. The disease is particularly preva- 
lent among adolescents, on college campuses and in the 
armed services. 


Diagnostic Procedures: The diagnosis can be confirmed by blood 
tests. 


Treatment: No specific treatment is available. The disease can 


only be permitted to run its course. Rest and medication to 
alleviate discomfort are usually the essence of treatment. The 
patient is usually advised to stay out of crowds because of 
susceptibility to other infections. 


Duration: Acute symptoms last only a few days; weariness and 


need for continued rest extend for weeks. Some patients are 
prone to relapse.. 


Complications: Liver and spleen involvement, which may develop 


•into a serious health problem. 


Outlook: Complete recovery. Patients rarely have the disease 


twice. 


Pneumonia 
Cause: Most commonly an infection, either viral or bacterial. 


May also be caused by entrance of foreign material into the 
lungs, such as smoke or vomited substances. 


Symptoms: Fever,, shortness of breath, generalized weakness, pro- 


duction of sputum, coughing, chest pains. Onset is character- 
istically sudden. Disease frequently develops as complication 
of other respiratory infection. 


Diagnostic Procedures: Can usually be detected when physician 


listens to chest for abnormal sounds. Confirmed by X-ray 
studies. 


Treatment: Antibiotics are extremely effective in most cases of 


bacterial pneumonia; ineffective in viral pneumonia, but are 
often used because of threat of secondary bacterial infection. 


Convalescence: A gravely ill person with bacterial. pneumonia, 


successfully treated with antibiotics, may show dramatic im- 
provement within 24 hours. Coughing may persist for some 
time. The patient with viral pneumonia may feel below par 
for a prolonged period of tune. 


Outlook: This is no- longer the dreaded illness it was before the 


availability of antibiotics. 


Hemorrhoids 
Cause: Enlargement of the thin-walled veins supplying the lower 


part of the rectum. Their chance of development are in- 
creased by chronic constipation or by the pressure created by 
the enlarged uterus during pregnancy. 


Symptoms: Protrusion of the enlarged vessels from the rectal 


opening. Rectal bleeding, which is usually bright red and 
whidh is not mixed with fecal matter expelled during a bowel 
movement. (Rectal bleeding may have other causes, too.) 
Pain, and itching are sometimes associated with hemorrhoids. 


Treatment: Many cases of hemorrhoids require no treatment at 


all. Discomfort can be relieved by hot sitz baths and by 
certain medications. These latter, however, should always be 
obtained by physician's prescription; self-treatment is dan- 
gerous because the patient may mistake his symptoms for 
hemorrhoids when, in fact, another disorder may be present. 
Some hemorrhoids are temporarily improved by injections, 
which shrink them. The only cure for hemorrhoids is surgery, 
but this is not necessary for all patients suffering from the 
•disorder. 


Outlook: A small percentage of hemorrhoids recur after surgical 
removal.

Good Luck To 
James Kopp

With only weeks left in his stretch as 


trustee in Hoffman Estates, James Kopp 
was up and out of town like a flash last 
wpek 


People aware of political happenings in 


the village were aware of Kopp's depar- 
ture, hut it was thought he'd be around 
until next month, at least. 


Friday, Kopp offered an acceptable 


explanation for the quick split. He was 
caught with one foot out the door oi a 
closing office when called to comment on 
the move. He refrained from saying any- 
thing, for now. about his time spent as 
trustee. 


His reluctance for self assessment left 


room for outside thoughts. | take that 
opportunity now. 


Kopp lived in Hoffman Estates less 


than two years when he was chosen to 
fill • trustee scat vacated by James 
Sloan in October, 1969. 


When interviewed after the appoint- 


ment, I assessed Kopp to be personally 
ambitious and bright. 


HE HAD BEEN active in the town- 


ship's Republican organization and with- 
in a short time had risen to president of 
the group. He was appointed to chair 
the village plan commission when the 
Republicans took over Hoffman Estates' 
village hall in the spring of 1969. 


On the plan commission he worked 


energetically to effectively update a 
master plan then near completion but al- 
ready obsolete 


During the short time I saw Kopp 


chair the plan commission I found him to 
be precise in the standards demanded 
from new developers in the village who 
were coming in to build thousands of 
apartments under zoning granted by the 
previous administration. 


In the days when the Hoffman Estates 


Business Council was getting itself estab- 
lished, Kopp was there to offer what he 
could. 


BUT, PERHAPS his best effort was 


chairing the village finance committee 
that planned and carried out a balanced 
budget for the 1970-71 fiscal year. 


As the year turned, however, Kopp's 


energy for board affairs seemed to dim. 
He did not hide the burden he felt, driv- 
ing the Golf Road obstacle course daily 
between Hoffman Estates and Evanston, 
where he took a new job last year. 


Kopp told anyone who asked that he 


can't be a traveler and a trustee at 
the same time, and hinted that a move 
was in store. He continued as finance 
committee chairman, but won't be 
around to see this year's budget final- 
ized. 


When I got to know Kopp, nearly two 


years ago, I thought he was aiming for 
still higher political office. I now wonder 
if his name will be seen in the North 
Shore's political arena. 


"You're always telling me I'm new, I 


don't know why," Kopp said Friday, as 
he's said in the past. 


"You were here, now you're gone, 


Jim," and good luck.

Want Proof Of Agreement 
3-H Site Action Delayed 


The Hanover Park Plan Commission 


drferred action Thursday on a 26-acre 
site slated for development by 3-H Build- 
ing and Development Co. 


As the commissioners think over the 


te<timoney. they will also seek proof that 
the property comes under the protection 
of a pre-annexation agreement as the 
builder claims it does and if it holds mul- 
tiple zoning that would allow a high den- 
sity development 


Acting chairman Paul Munnich told 


Stanley Grosshandler corporate counsel 
for 3-H, the presentation for the 384 unit 
development of "slxplex's" at Harrington 
and Irving Park Roads was excellently 
presenter), but the commission must 
have time to consult with the village at- 
torney. School District 54, fire depart- 
ment engineers and planners. 


Grosshandler urged "expedient action" 


as part of his presentation and notified 
the commission that the development 
presented was a compromise to a pre- 
vious plan suggested by the former land 
owner since it was of lower density. 
Fourteen units per acre are proposed. 


He stressed that the land, between two 


large detention ponds at the back of the 
Tradewinds shopping center already 
holds multiple zoning to allow a 31 to 
acre density of development. "We could 
do that but don't want to," he said. 


t'nder the pre-annexation agreement 


the detention ponds were dedicated to the 
village and are not considered part of the 
development's 73 per cent open space. 


THE COMMISSION accepted his ex- 


planation of how the land could be devel- 
oped under existing ordinances and pre- 
annexation agreement as a threat. 


Grosshandler disagreed and said he 


was stating facts so the commission 
would know that his appearance before 
them was a courtesy to the board. 


He explained that if this concept, ad- 


mittedly new to the area, was denied by 
the commission the builder could develop 
it as his present agreements allow. 


He stressed that the plan prepared by 


William S. Lawrence and Associates, 
Inc., Chicago, was FHA approved and 
was laid out to give owners the most 
open space and a carefree existence. 


The 84 sixplex structures were built in 


clusters around cul-de-sac streets. Bike 
paths and walking paths join the area 
but it does not include plans for a recrea- 
tional building. The builder estimates 157 
school children will come from the devel- 
opment but offered no donation to the 
schools. 


Grosshandler said 131 two bedroom 


and 253 three bedroom units will be built. 
Each unit will have a one car garage and 
one parking space in the driveway. 


COMMISSION MEMBER Jim 
Willet 


said the private drives at 20 feet widths 
are too narrow to allow backing out or 
turning and wanted wider streets. Chris 
Lannert representing the planner said 
the street was 20 feet but the complete 
paved area between buildings was 80 feet 
because of the 20 foot parking drives on 
each side of the street. 


As frosshandler 
talked about the 


buildings and landscaping in the deten- 
tion areas to allow their use as parks the 
plan itself was not citicized. 


Commission members and a sparce au- 


dience were concerned if homebound 
residents could cross in front of the other 
owners windows; if the walking path 
would be muddy in bad weather; where 


3-H: No School Donations 


Legal counsel for 3-H Builders said, 


"Unequivocally, no contribution to School 
Dist. 54 on this development," as he 
charged the state and schools with re- 
sponsibility to provide an education, not 
the builder. 


Stanley Grosshandler representing 3-H 


Builders who are proposing building of 
384, two and three bedroom sixplex units 
on a 26-acre site in Hanover Park said 
"nothing," when asked what donation 
was contemplated to Dist. 54. 


At a planning commission session he 


listened while Marvin Lapicola repre- 
senting School District 54 told a brief his- 
tory of the district and described its fi- 
nancial limitations. 


He did not, hoever, agree with the dis- 


trict projections or total of school chil- 
dren to be generated by the development 
and said it was not economically possible 
to donate money, site or a building. 


3-H says "sixplexes" a cross between 


townhomes and condominium type hous- 
ing will attract newlyweds, and retired 
couples and very few, approximately 156, 
elementary school age children. 


SCHOOL DISTRICT figures taken from 


townhouse and apartment statistics show 
about double that amount. 


Grosshandler said he is aware of the 


school problem not only in Hanover Park 
but everywhere. "A solution must be 
found." he agreed. 


When a Hanover Park resident pro- 


posed the builder give the school district 
$500 per unit and tack the price onto the 
sale of the house, Grosshandler was irri- 
tated. 


"You're asking a man that moves into 


Hanover Park to pay a $500 passport so 
his kids can go to school," he charged, 
a d d i n g , "that's not the American 
way. 


"Did you pay for your schools, and 


when you moved in, who built the schools 
your children attend?" he asked. 


Grosshandler was supported in his 


complaint that builders are often held up 
by citizens and school district complaints 


of overburdening the demands for dona- 
tions. 


JAMES WILLET a member of the 


commission agreed that the schools 
should accept the burden. Lapicola noted 
that the district has not been ungrateful 
for donations, some of them in fact from 
3-H. 


In a previous development 3-H donated 


and built the Hanover Highlands school 
and donated school sites in others. 


Lapicola stressed that he was trying to 


present the bare fact that the Anne FIX 
School the development's children would 
attend could not accommodate them. 


Sherwood Spatz, a candidate for the 


school board, noted that busing costs 
about $60 a year per student. 


Grosshandler, stUI insisted "no dona- 


tions" was the builder's stand. 


Paul Munnich, chairman of the com- 


mission, asked member William Hommo- 
wun to "talk to the district about the 
problem while the commission tried to 
come to a decision regarding a recom- 
mendation on the development."

now.

An independent thinker and voter, Jen- 


sen would like to see all trustees on the 
board "independent." He doesn't want 
the village government to be a one party 
system. 


Problems have come with the village's 


fantastic growth these past 10 years, said 
Jensen, as he admits to making a few- 
mistakes himself in his first years of of- 
fice. 


"Our village attorney recently blamed 


me because the village has no parks but 
1 notice no new ones have been donated 
since my administration." 
During his 


term as president the village's only park, 
Ahlstrand, was dedicated, said Jensen, 
and he established one of the few munici- 
pally owned water works. 


Jensen believes the village still needs a 


master plan and wants residents to vote 
in the managerial form of government to 
bring more professionalism to the de- 
partments.

KOEPPEN HEADS the Wheeling Ac- 


tive Citizens Ticket (ACT) slate in the 
election. He is seeking a four year term 
on the board. In 1969 he was highest vote 
getter among the trustee candidates 
when he was elected for a two year 
term. 


"I enjoy being in public life where I 


can help them is to be in a position to 
feel I can help people, and the only way I 
can help them is to be hi a positionto 
help them," he said. 


"There are unfinished projects I still

Koeppen has called for appearance 


control "Maybe I'm old fashioned. I 
think Milwaukee Avenue could be a tre- 
mendous commercial area for us.

There 
other people who like modern things, but 
1 think Wheeling is an old town. People 
remember the old restaurants. 


"I'D LIKE TO KEEP the old style eat- 


ing places open, get the homeowners and 


businesses along Milwaukee Avenue to 
either tear down buildings or to fix them 
up through cooperation with the village," 
he said. 


Koeppen said that appearance, flooding 


and the concern of local citizens about 
hiring a village manager are three big- 
gest tasks facing Wheeling, but he was 
reluctant to call them problems. 


He .said that no flood control program 


can solve all the problems. But he said 
that the village's effotts have helped and 
cited the example of pumps halting flood- 
ing this spring at Wolf Road and High- 
land Avenue. 


IN HIRING A NEW village manager, 


Koeppen said that he would stress expe- 
rience and that he hoped to find a man 
familiar with Illinois, its laws and proce- 
dures. "Our two previous managers we- 
ren't familiar with this, and there was a 
lot of time wasted," he said. 


Koeppen said he thought the village 


could have a new manager by June or 
July. 


"Wehn I'm elected the first item of 


business on May 10 will be the advertis- 
ing for a new village manager," he said. 


The reason the board has not been ac- 


tively seeking a manager recently, he ex- 
plained is because the board will nave at 
least two new members in May. 


KOEPPEN WANTS a manager to be a 


man who can handle people well. "He is 
your public relations man for the vil- 
lage," he explained. 


He explained the year-long delay in 


hiring a new manager by saying, "We 
had a man all picked in the fall, but he 
accepted another job." 


On other subjects Koeppen said he 


thought the police strike was handled 
well by the board. "We will call a meet- 
ing with the representatives of the CCPA 
(Combined Counties Police Association, 
former Cook County Police Association) 
as soon as we're on the board," he said. 


"That's a promise. The ACT ticket has 


leaned toward working with the CCPA, 
in fact I've already sat down with some 
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of the police represenatives," he said. 


ON OUTSIDE control of the village 


board, Koeppen said, "No one has ap- 
proached me on either party. I've 
worked with both because it's the only 
way to get things done. I would hope that 
there isn't outside control. Nobody con- 
trols me, but I can only speak for John 
Koeppen." 


Koeppen said, "There is a definite 


need for apartments because of the econ- 
omy today. There's not a need for thou- 
sands upon thousands of them. . .Do I 
want apartments? No, I don't want 
them, but I think I have to accept them." 


He said he would have voted against 


the rezoning to allow the mobile home 
park in the village, but he was on vaca- 
tion when the item was on the board's 
agenda. 


ON PROBLEMS with development to 


the south, Koeppen said, "I'd like to see 
Pal-Waukee in Wheeling. I'd like to see 
our southern boundaries extended to a 
minimum of Palatine Road in certain 
areas. I'd like just a little bigger vil- 
lage."

Don McGlothlin of Wheeling was fourth 


with 2,205 votes, Robert Winkle of Elk

the other candidates, it is of considerable 


satisfaction to receive such a voter ap- 
proval of my work on the school board 
for the past six years," Bachhuber said.

Matthews, who was seeking election to 


the board for the first time, said he 
hopes to continue to provide the energy 
and effort to the seat he won from Mrs.

Matthews is a financial services man-

WHEN FINAL results were announced 


late Saturday night in the Dist. 214 board 
room, Mrs. Cummins congratulated Mat- 


thews on his election: "I think I have 
been keeping a board seat warm for 
you," she said. 


Later, as board members and friends 


thanked her for her past efforts, she 
commented, "I still will be watching out 
for my kids — my 16,000 kids. Now I 
think I'll begin working to get the Mount 
Prospect Park District to build a pool at 
Prospect High School." 


In the unofficial tally, which still has to

Cornell Avenue. 


George Manda, owner of the property, 


told the plan commissioners the property 
would be divided into four-separate lots 
with a 61-umt apartment building on 
each. 


The property was annexed to the vil- 


lage two years ago and rezoned for mul- 
tiple-family development (R-4). 


Manda told the plan commission there 


would be 12 two-bedroom apartments 
and the rest would be one-bedroom. The 
village had limited the number of two 
bedroom apartments to 10 per cent of the 
total number of units when it granted 
him the zoning. 


The development will have three-story 


buildings with elevators. A swimming 
pool will also be included in the complex. 


Manda told the plan commission that 


Wheeling fire chief Bernie Koeppen had 
approved the layout for the project. 


He said the development, to be called 


Chalet Apartments, would have approxi- 


mate rentals of $195 monthly for a one 
bedroom apartment and $250 monthly for 
a two-bedroom apartment. 


Manda said he would contact officials 


from School Dist. 23 about the project. 


Plan commissioners questioned wheth- 


er Manda might need rezoning for the 
property as a planned development be- 
cause of its unusual "L"shape, but act- 
ing director of planning Michael Valenza 
said Manda wanted to develop the land 
with R-4 zoning. 


The plan commission Thursday re- 


ferred the plat of the project to village 
planned Thompson Dyke for study and 
continued the discussions on the devel- 
opment until April 22.

Thompson Answers Charges 


Force Code Corrections 


Buffalo Grove Village Pres. Donald 


Thompson .said he will force Levitt and 
sons to correct two building code viola- 
tions In a Cook County Strathmore home 
which were brought to light following an 
inspection by the village engineer. 


Thompson ordered the inspection at 


the home of Billy Joe Biagioli. 858 Coun- 
tryside Ln.. after Biagioli complained 
that there were still several building 
code violations in his home after Levitt 
performed correctional work in 1969. 


STUART JACOBSON, chief structural 


and civil engineer for The Hattis Associ- 
ate*. Inc. village engineering con- 
sultants, &nd William Dettmer, village 
building commissioner, inspected the 
Biagioli home on March 23. During the 
inspection, Biagioli pointed out several 
items which he contended were building 
code violations. 


Of the 20 items that were pointed out 


by Biagioli, Jacobson found two in- 
stances of building code violations. One 
was a gap in the gypsum board in the 
ceiling of the furnace room, exposing one 
of the ceiling joists. According to Jacob- 
son's report, "Section 313E of the SBOC 
Building Code requires a one hour fire 
rating for the walls and ceiling. We sug- 
gest that the gap be filled with plaster." 


The other recommendation made by 


Jacobson was that insulation be installed 
in the attic over the kitchen and powder 
room to meet the building code. 


Commenting on Jacobson's findings, 


Thompson said the report reinforced his 
thoughts that most o' the violations 
which existed in 1969 in a large number 
of Levitt homes had been corrected by 
the builder.

96 and Levitt 
and Sons are willing to accept the terms 
of this settlement." 


Replying to the charge that the ne- 


gotiatons were conducted secretly with 
Levitt, Thompson said that he informed 
the trustees in an executive session about 
the progress of the negotiations and at 
that time, according to Thompson, no 
one objected to them. 


"Mr. Armstrong has conveniently for- 


gotten that the courts have already 
awarded an amount far in excess of the 
$150.000 settlement ($345,000) for this 
land and the appeal before the courts is 
an untenable and unpredictable situation 
both in time and dollar value," Thomp- 
son said. 


Thompson said Armstrong is "offering 


no alternative, but saying only, don't do 
it." 


Thompson said he is answering Arm- 


strong's charges "to get this thing out of 
the political arena so we can get a 
school."

Thompson called the timing of the an- 


nouncement "unfortunate" but said "the 
timing of the settlement was contingent 
upon both of the parties and could not be 
controlled by the negotiator."

Cummins, from Elk Grove Village, third 
with 3,077. 


Don McGlothlin of Wheeling was fourth 


with 2,205 votes, Robert Winkle of Elk 
Grove Village fifth with 2,149 votes and 
Raymond Pettersen, Jr., sixth with 1,860. 


"CONSIDERING the high caliber of 


the other candidates, it is of considerable 


satisfaction to receive such a voter ap- 
proval of my work on the school board 
for the past six years," Bachhuber said.

Matthews, who was seeking election to 


the board for the first time, said he 
hopes to continue to provide the energy 
and effort to the seat he won from Mrs.

It's going to 
cost money if you want parks. It's going 
to take years, and it's going to take tax 
money," Russell pointed out. 


Russell said the acquisition of land 


should be the highest priority. "Then 
let's stock it with something the kids can 
enjoy. If you have a boy between the 
ages of six and 12, and he likes tn play 
baseball, the parks are great. But if 
you've got girls, like I do, you're out of 
luck "

"on a short term basis — leveling, seed- 
ing, making them accessible to young- 
sters." followed by the hiring of a full- 
time recreation director. 


Third on his list of priorities is the es- 


tablishment of ties with service groups 
such as the Jaycees and the Buffalo 
Grove Recreation Association. 


An outdoor swimming pool is fourth on 


the list, with an indoor pool as something 
farther in the future, perhaps to be built 
in conjunction with the proposed Buffalo 
Grove High School. An outdoor pool, Set- 
tanni said, would not be a luxury since, 
he said, "people from Buffalo Grove now 
pay at other places to swim and it would 
add to the value of land In the village" 
by making it a more attractive place to 
live. 


Settanni said he agrees with the park 


district's decision to issue $150,000 bonds 
now and he thinks the money should be 
"used to tie up land with options, right 
now." 


"AFTER SOME RESEARCH," Set- 


tanni said, "the board should put out a 
bond issue to buy and develop land, plus 
the addition of a swimming pool." He 
said that about $400,000 would cover 
these costs and it would be "put forward 
in a reasonably and fiscally sound refer 
endum." 


When asked what he has to offer as a 


park commissioner Settanni, the father 
of nine, cites his work in scouting and 
Junior Achievement and his experience 
in raising funds for a Catholic school in 


Lincoln, his previous home. "I was treas- 
urer and kept tight control of the fi- 
nances," he said. 


Settanni, a native of Brooklyn, N.Y., 


received an honorable mention on the 
college Ail-American wrestling team in 
1949. He is an engineering projects super- 
visor for Avon Products in Morton 
Grove. 


ALTHOUGH HE IS a member of fthe 


Buffalo Grove Alliance (BGA) party, a 
group that is running a slate of candi- 
dates in the village election, Settanni 
says this will not affect his work if eflect- 
ed to the park board. 


If BGA candidates win control of the 


village board, he said, "I wouldn't feel 
bound to the BGA. Community needs 
come first." 


THE SCHOOL SITE controversy in the 


Lake County section of Buffalo Grove 
appeared headed for a solution last week 
when Village Pres.

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State To Begin 
Work To Curb 
Creek Flooding 


State officials will begin work this 


week to curb flooding along Salt Creek in 
the Winston Park area of Palatine. 


S o m e t i m e between tomorrow and 


Thursday, steps will be taken to turn one 
of the Twin Lakes north of Rte. 53 into a 
storage basin for Salt Creek flood wa- 
ters. 


Illinois Division of Waterway officials 


were not available to explain the details 
of the plan, however. 


Sen. Jack Graham, R-Barrington, said 


he expects to be on hand when the work 
starts. He was a sponsor of the original 
$650.000 appropriation used on this proj- 
ect, as well as another $400,000 to 
$700.000 appropriation planned for work 
on Salt Creek further upstream next 
year. 


The storage basin project is an added 


precaution the state is taking against 
spring flooding. It is part of a larger 
project which will consume most of the 
original $630,000 appropriation to replace 
the creek culvert under the Chicago and 
North Western Ry tracks. 


John Guillou. head of the Illinois Divi- 


sion of Waterways, said earlier he ex- 
pects work on this portion of the project 
to begin in the next several weeks and 
end by September. 


In the interim, workmen will take mea- 


sures to provide partial relief from 
spring flooding. 


The present culvert will be replaced 


with a new 10-by-13 foot culvert. Because 
the existing structure is much smaller, it 
has blocked, instead of enhanced the 
creek's flow. 


Arlington Park Race Track officials 


recently announced they also have begun 
$20,000 worth of creek widening on their 
property to protect the track and areas 
north of it from flooding. 


Graham said he also has sponsored an- 


other appropriation which will hopefully 
be used next fiscal year to continue the 
creek improvements up through Winston 
Park. 


The second bill, which is now in the 


Illinois senate appropriations committee, 
was originally for $700,000, but Graham 
said it might be reduced by division of 
waterway officials to $400,000. 


He also said there is a chance the ap- 


propriation for next fiscal year could be- 
come "a line item" in a larger, $7 mil- 
lion flood control bill — of which about $2 
million is federally funded. This bill will 
be used to combat most flood conditions 
in Illinois, not just Salt Creek in Pala- 
tine.

End Of An Era?

The announcement by Sacred Heart of 


Mary High School. Rolling Meadows, 
its tuition rate will go up to $550 next 
September clearly marks an end of an 
era 


During thus era, parents of children at- 


tending Cntholic high schools would brag 
that thev wprp paying more for their 
child'* education However, this was true 
only when the hlehest tuition rates were 
still very low. 


Now. even the most inexpensive tui- 


tions are higher than the highest tuitions 
of eight years ago, so the parents have 
changed their tune Now they are com- 
plaining they're paying too much for 
their child's .secondary education. 


Sacred HcMrt is just one of many high 


schools run l>y religious orders that are 
forced to increase tuitions because of ris- 
ing costs. Inflation has increased the cost 
of operating a school building while a re- 
cent shortage of priests, nuns and broth- 
ers have forced the schools to hire high- 
er paid lay teachers 


YET. ONLY FOUR years ago. tuition 


at Sacred Heart was only $250 a year. 
Clearly, the good but inexpensive Catho- 
lic high school is on Its way out. 


One of my memories of my high school 


davs is how Catholic mothers around 
Chicago used to brag about now much 
they paid to send their son or daughter to 
a church-school It was a pure status 
symbol The more you paid reflected on 
how good an education you were buying 
for your child. The more you paid, the 
better the education. 


St. Patrick's High School was the stat- 


us school on Chicago's north side. With a 
tuition of over $300, many mothers could 
strut around, and look down to the pea- 
sants who sent their sons to a less ex- 
pensive school, like St. George or Weber. 


Gordon Tech had little status, because 


it had the cheapest tuition, only $175 a 
year. The only people a Gordon Tech

mother could look down on was another 
Catholic family that sent their child to 
Schurz, a public high school. 


OF COURSE, things have changed, 


and even Gordon Tech now sports a tui- 
tion of around $350 in Chicago, In the 
suburbs, tuitions are just as high or hi- 
her. 


In charging a $550 tuition, Sacred 


Heart has decided to give the families 
with more than one daughter a break. 


If a family sends two daughters to Sa- 


cred Heart, the second daughter pays 
only $300 tuition. If a family sends three 
daughters to the school, the third daugh- 
ter attends tuition free. 


While Sacred Heart had discount rates 


this year too, a family with two or more 
daughters 
actually gets a 
tuition de- 


crease. This year, two daughters would 
pay a total combined tuition of $975, 
while only $850 total tuition would be 
paid next year. 


However, the increase will not sit well 


with a lot of people. As one mother said 
recently, "I'll be darned if I'll have a big 
family just to get discounts." 


Perhaps the new status symbol around 


the area may be getting one's child into 
a Catholic high school that charges less 
than $450 tuition annually?

Election '71: 
Phares: Responsiveness The Issue

Donald M. Phares sees "responsive- 


ness" as the overriding issue In the 
April 20 Palatine Village Board election. 


A GOP candidate, Phares said zoning, 


traffic, flooding and sewer problems are 
directly related to the present board's 
"unresponsiveness." 


He charged the board with failing to 


cooperate with other agencies, home- 
owner groups and civic organizations; 
and therefore failing to improve on these 
problems. 


"Before any new project should be per- 


mitted to begin, we should clear up the 
existing problems with water and sewers 
and other areas first," he said. 


He said many of these problems have 


occurred because of the board's "present 
and outdated zoning master plan and the 
lack of cooperation between the board

and the Cook County Board of Commis- 
sioners." 


HE CITED the controversial Sellergren 


high-rise project as an example of these 
problems, adding that he was the attor- 
ney for homeowners opposing that devel- 


opment at Hicks and Baldwin Roads. 


Phares said he would update the over- 


all zoning plan of Palatine, contemplate 
further high density developments along 
the Chicago and North Western Ry. 
tracks and encourage annexation of 
properties into Palatine. 


Concerning the village's future growth, 


he said "Palatine should remain a well 
balanced community." 


Asked if he saw a need for low or mod- 


erate income housing in the village, 
Phares said, "I think it is already here. 
We have a very balanced community. 
Every person has a right to live where 
his job is, but to bring such housing in 
for the sake of social experimentation — 
well, I'm opposed to it." 


By being responsive, he said this bal- 


ance can be maintained. And likewise, 
"a more active cooperation with the Met- 
ropolitan Sanitary District and the state 


can help solve flooding problems," he 
said. 


AS FOR TRAFFIC congestion, Phares 


said he proposes a local bus line, in coop- 
eration with other towns, to run commu- 
ters to and from the depot. 


To do these things, Palatine will need 


outside funds, which the village should 
seek more actively, as "the squeaky door 
gets the oil," he said. 


Still, he felt Palatine is presently ade- 


quately financed. "If you have more 
money you spend it. The local govern- 
ment should economize and retrench," 
he said. 


Phares said he felt qualified to per- 


form according to these suggestions by 
his desire to be of public serivce to 
people, his past experience in planning 
and zoning and his activities as legal 
counsel for Palatine homeowner groups 
over the years. 


Collins Feels Changes Necessary

"I have an obligation to seek election if

GOP candidate Dennis Collins said this

He would also continue is- 
suing questionnaires as the GOP has 
done in this campaign. 


"What I hope to do is help make a 


government that listens," he said. 


"The board has a product to sell. I'm 


in the business of selling ideas and com- 
municating." This, he says, equips him 
to handle present and future problems of 
Palatine. 


Over the next four years, he hopes Pal- 


atine can remain "A well balanced com- 
munity." He favors more light industry, 
encouraging annexations and "maintain- 


ing individual identity as a community." 


DUE TO THIS existing "balance" be- 


tween residential, commercial and indus- 
trial development, he does not, for ex- 
ample, feel low or moderate income 
housing is inevitable for the village. 


He said the course of Palatine's future 


can be charted by making the feeling of 
residents and board members known. 


Using knowledge gained by tapping 


pubb'c opinion in this way, Collins said 
the board should now set guidelines to 
update the existing master plan for zon- 
ing and development to prepare for to- 
morrow. 


He feels this can be done "by getting 


$1.25 out of every $1 and broadening 
communications. And this, he said, is 
where his major contribution lies. 


Soper Wants People To Come First

"Village priorities now are things first, 


and people second. I'd like to reverse 
that order." 


A Republican candidate for the board 


of trustees, Merwin Soper's bid for elec- 
tion is built around the "people cam- 
paign" which the GOP has waged thus 
far. 


He, like his running mates, feels, "re- 


sponsiveness to the constituents of the 
Palatine village government" is the big 
issue in campaign 1971. 


"Generally speaking, most of today's 


problems in Palatine are symptomatic of 
the board's unresponsiveness," he said. 


Setbacks villagers have experienced in 


flooding and traffic control, for example, 
fall into this category, he explained. 


ONE SOLUTION to the situation he de- 


scribed is "a closer cooperation with the 
Metropolitan Sanitary District, state and

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county agencies, local park and school 
districts" and other groups, he said. 


To get this cooperation and responsi- 


vness, Soper said his management expe- 
rience is an asset. "It has a great deal of 
transferability to the position of a 
trustee," he said. 


Heading over relations with some 


50,000 to 60,000 customers in his j»b, he 
said, "Like a trustee, you usually hear 
from them when they have a problem." 


Having charged the incumbents with 


being an "introspective and nsulated 
board," Soper said he hopes to make 
Palatine's a "people-oriented govern- 
ment." 


Soper's goal is reflected by his view of 


Palatine's development over the nest 
four years, during which he might serve 
aw a trustee. 


He wants to take a "relatively aggres- 


sive posture on annexation," sustaining 
Palatine's predominant single family 
dwelling makeup. Apartments, on the 
other hand, could be plotted along the 
railroad tracks. 


BUT HE WOULD ALSO encourage 


more industrial developments with hopes 
of enlarging the village tax base enough 


to stabilize as much as possible the tax 
rate. 


Asked about trends being born at the 


national and state levels, Soper's bias re- 
mained unaltered for strong local gov- 
ernment with good cooperation with out- 
side agencies and responsiveness to its 
constituents. 


For example, he said low and moder- 


ate income housing in Palatine would not 
be favorable if it were imposed as an 
experiment in social transplantation, 
"which just does not work." 


And he remained true to his belief in 


local control when asked about a former 
Arlington Heights official's proposal to 
consolidate Palatine and several other 
towns under one regional government. 


"I have mixed feelings about this, but 


the advantage of local government is its 
closeness to the people — and here's 
where responsiveness enters the pic- 
ture," he said. 


Jessen: New Library Is Needed

As a professional architect, candidate 


Robert H. Jessen said he can be of great 
service to the Palatine Library Board. 


Since the board is contemplating a new 


library building, he said his talents can 
be put to good use in the selection of a 
library site and helping to choose a con- 
struction company to build it. 


"The current library building is com- 


pletely undersized," Jessen said. "As a 
result, it is not serving the community 
properly." 


Jessen pointed out that the current 


building is old and said it would be a 
waste of money to expand with wings. A 
new one must be built, he said. 


IN PREPARING to build a new li- 


brary, Jessen said the board must first 
determine what the community needs 
and then select a site that is best for the

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people. He suggested a site twice as 
large as thfe current site to accommodate 
parking and that it be located off a ma- 
jor road like the Northwest Highway. 


After drawing up a proposed budget, 


Jessen said the project will be taken to 
the public for their opinions. He sug- 
gested a forum on the new library to find 
out whatever negative feelings some 
people may have. 


In getting the new library built, Jessen 


said two referenda may be needed. One 
would raise the money to buy the site 
while the second referendum would ac- 
tually build it. 


"I am hopeful that a library can be 


built as soon as possible that the ponnle 
in Palatine can be proud of," Jessen 
said. 


He added that he hoped a referendum 


could be brought before the people some 
time next year. 


On othei library matters, Jessen 


praised the library's suitcase exhibit pro- 
gram. The program, he said, can be tak- 
en to area schools and used as teacher's 


aids. 


HE ALSO SAID the program Is good 


since it fosters more cooperation be- 
tween the library and area schools. 


Jessen also thought a microfilm sys- 


tem would be a good addition to the li- 
brary. Currently, the library cannot 
store old newspapers since they are a 
fire hazard. By microfilming them, the 
library can keep them forever, thus be- 
coming a good reference for local stu- 
dents. 


He added, though, that such a system 


would be costly. 


Jessen, who is backed by the Republi- 


can Party, said Palatine should actually 
have a public group selecting a slate of 
candidates. He said he accepted GOP 
backing since he wa .1 Ro.^ •! ''can and 
would now have the strength of the party 
behind his candidacy. 


Mrs. Gamoran: Prepare For Growth

The Palatine Public Library is not 


meeting all the needs of the community 
because it doesn't have the space, ac- 
cording to candidate Mrs. Judith Gamo- 
ran. 


She said the library should build a new 


facility to gain this needed space, but 
pointed out that the library board can't 
rush expansion due to the current eco- 
nomic situation. 


However, the board should prepare for 


expansion with a referendum. She added 
that, however, she doesn't expect a refer- 
endum this year. 


In drawing up plans for a new facility, 


Mrs. Gamoran suggested that the library 
board listen to the people and find out 
what they would like. 


"They are going to pay for it," she 


said. "We should listen very good when 
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they tell us what they would like in a 
facility." 


MRS. GAMORAN said a new library 


facility was needed since the current 
building could not be expanded any more 


than it already is. She said a location for 
the facility in central Palatine would be 
fine, but that not much space is left in 
that area. 
""The board has to find out how much it 
would be worth to the community to 
have a central location," she said. 


Mrs. Gamoran said the library could 


initiate some new programs when it fi- 
nally gets the space it needs. One would 
be a discussion group for mothers who 
bring their child to the story hour. While 
their child is downstairs hearing a sto- 
ry, the mothers could discuss various 
current topics upstairs. 


She also said the library needs to in- 


crease its book per person total. Cur- 
rently, she said, the Palatine library has 
48,000 books, but according to the Ameri- 
can Library Association, it should have 


52,000 books for a village the size of Pal- 
atine. 


HOWEVER, MRS. Gamoran believes 


that "libraries 
are more than just 


books." She said they are "important 
centers of culture, recreation and infor- 
mation." 


She said she had a deep feeling for the 


library and wished to serve both the pub- 
lic and the library on the board. She list- 
ed her qualifications as being enthusias- 
tic, interested and loyal toward the li- 
brary and was willing to devote her time 
to it. 


Mrs. Gamoran said she was opposed to 


political parties like the Republicans 
backing candidates for the library board. 
She said support for a candidate should 
come through the people. 


She is the only candidate running for 


the board without GOP backing.

He pledged to continue working to keep 


the district in its position of leadership in 
education. 


Matthews, who was seeking election to 


the board for the first time, said he 
hopes to continue to provide the energy 
and effort to the seat he won from Mrs. 
Cummins: "She has worked hard and I 
will work to do as well. I am sure I will 
be able to contribute my experience and 
background." 


Matthews is a financial services man- 


ager in the midwest office of Shell Oil 
Co. 


WHEN FINAL results were announced 


late Saturday night in the Dist. 214 board 
room, Mrs. Cummins congratulated Mat- 


thews on his election: "I think I have 
been keeping a board seat warm for 
you," she said. 


Later, as board members and friends 


thanked her for her past efforts, she 
commented, "I still will be watching out 
for my kids — my 16,000 kids. Now I 
think I'll begin working to get the Mount 
Prospect Park District to build a pool at 
Prospect High School." 


In the unofficial tally, which still has to 


be checked and accepted by the Dist. 214 
board at its meeting April 19, Bachhuber 
led the field in 12 of 27 precincts and took 
second in five more. His strength was in 
his home town, Mount Prospect. 


Matthews led in three of five Arlington 


Heights precincts and took second in 11 
precincts. 


MRS. CUMMINS carried her town, Elk 


Grove Village, and was strong in the Des 
Plaines precincts. She was third in Ar- 
lington Heights. 


McGlothlin was the highest votegetter 


in one precinct. At Jack London School 
in Wheeling, his hometown, he carried 
578 votes to Matthews' 334 and Bachhu- 
ber's 251. Almost 80 per cent of his sup- 
port came from Wheeling, Buffalo Grove 
and Prospect Heights. McGlothlin attrib- 
uted his strength in Wheeling to the 
heavy voter turnout for the Elementary 
Dist. 21 referendum. 


Winkle was second behind Mrs. Cum- 


mins in Elk Grove Village. 


Pettersen drew about one-third of his 


votes from Rolling Meadows and one- 
third from Des Plaines and Wheeling.

HE SAID the district has been in- 


vestigating some programs reportedly 
being run by other money-starved dis- 
tircts in the state and, "We keep finding 
hard legal opinion thai the programs are 


illegal. What we need is a solution that is 
both creative and legal." 


Board members agreed to formation of 


the study committee and asked for a 
progress report at an April 19 organiza- 
tional meeting of the board. However, 
board members pointed out that any plan 
for preserving the music program would 
have to be applied to other programs the 
district might eliminate in the future. • 


Strong agreed, saying, "Anything we 


do would have to be acceptable as a gen- 
eral board policy." 


THE SUZUKI string program was 


originated by Shinichi Suzuki, a Japa- 
nese musician. With his method, very 
young children can be taught to play the 
violin by ear. In Dist. 25 there are more 
than 700 students in the program, begin- 
ning in kindergarten. 


In addition to the Suzuki program, the 


instrumental music program includes 
small group instruction and band for stu- 
dents beginning in the third grade. Cur- 
rently, the district employs nine in- 
strumental music teachers.

School Prank Victim Dies 


William Horn. 17, died early Easter 


Sunday in Northwest Community Hospi- 
tal, nearly three months after suffering a 
fractured spine in an accident resulting 
from a schoolboy prank at Arlington 
High School. 


The youth had undergone heart arrest 


while being prepared for surgery on 
Thursday and was rushed to the in- 
tensive care unit where he remained un- 
til his death about 1 a.m. Sunday. He 
was the son of Mr. and Mrs. William G. 
Horn, 1345 N. Highland Ave., Arlington 
Heights. Arrangements have been made 
for private funeral services. 


Horn and two other youths, 
Brad 


Boiee, 814 S. Ridge Ave., and BUI Kelly, 


17, of 751 S. Burton Place, all suffered 
compressed fractures of the spine in the 
prank at the high school Jan. 20. 


SCHOOLMATES had barred the double 


doors of a lavatory, locking the three 
youths in. They were attempting to force 
open 
the door, 
bracing 
themselves 


against a free-standing "modesty wall," 
when the wall collapsed on top of them. 


Kelly was released from the hospital 


Jan. 30, Boice was released a few weeks 
later, but returned to the hospital this 
week for surgery to correct an infection 
in the lung area. 


Horn had remained in the hospital 


since the accident. 


According to a hospital spokesman, he 


was taken to surgery Thursday for in- 
sertion of a plate in the spine. Surgeons 
had just begun to administer anesthesia 
when the boy's heart stopped. Doctors 
corrected the failure, but he was de- 
scribed in "critical" condition after 
being taken to intensive care. 


Death was attributed primarily to in- 


jury to the spine and brain, according to 
the spokesman. 


Boice, who also had suffered lung and 


liver damage, had not been making satis- 
factory 
progress, 
according 
to the 


spokesman. He said surgery was per- 
formed Tuesday to correct an infectious 
condition. Boice was reported "much im- 
proved" and in "quite satisfactory" con- 
dition yesterday. 


Three homeowners groups north of 


Palatine are banding together to oppose 
an increase in sewer and water rates by 
the Ferndafe Heights Utilities Co. of 
Mount Prospect. 


Ferndale has asked the Illinois Com- 


merce Commission (ICC) for permission 
to raise its rates 30 per cent. In response, 
the Pinehurst Manor, Peppertree Farms 
and Heatherlea homeowners associations 
have taken steps to prevent the In- 
creases. 


Ferndale has proposed raising quarter- 


ly bills for 12,000 gallons of water and 
sewer fees from a minimum of $22.50 per 
residence to $28.60 minimum. 


Thomas L. Spitza, president of Pine- 


h u r s t M a n o r Homeowners Assn., 
charged that Ferndale is taxing its cus- 
tomers to pay for its expansion into near- 
by residential and multiple dwelling de- 
velopments through its rate increase. He 
added that the raised rates will help 
Ferndale also finance its legal suit with 
Illinois Atty. Gen. William Scott. 


Scott charged Ferndale last year with 


creating a public nuisance and waterway 
pollution by its discharge of raw sewage 
into the Buffalo Creek Drainage Ditch, 
which runs through the Pinehurst Manor 
subdivision. 


Ray DiVito, manager of Ferndale, said 


the rate increase is being asked for in 
order to improve the utility's service in 
the communities it serves. Among im- 
provements to be implemented will be 
the digging of another well. 


DiVito also said that since Ferndale 


began, it has not made any money. 


"After 12 years and a $1 million in- 


vestment, the stockholders are entitled to 
make something out of the company," he 
said. 


He also said that Ferndale is a private 


utility, not a large public utility. Thus, 
its rates have to be higher to make ends 
meet. 


Spitza and the homeowners groups 


have pointed out that Rolling Meadows 
residents pay only $8.88 to get the same 
service they pay $22.50 for. Spitza added 
that Rolling Meadows's utility company 
does not get a tax subsidy. 


In addition to mailing letters of protest 


to ICC, Spitza said representatives of the 


three homeowners groups are also going 
to the ICC hearing on the Ferndale in- 
crease on April 27. 


It is expected that Eugene Meenan, 


president of Peppertree Farms Home- 
owners Assn., and Clark Pleiss, presi- 
dent of Heatherlea Homeowners Assn., 
will attend the hearing, which will begin 
at 10 a m in the Illinois Building, 168 N.

fense divisions. 


The budget shows an increase of $3,000 


from last year for mental health ser- 
vices. A $2,000 increase is also shown in 
the area of youth and family relation, 
most expected to go to the Rolling Mead- 
ows Youth Referral Program. 


The city public information and educa- 


tion committee has been allocated $9,950 
in the new budget, although there was no 
category for the committee last year. 
The committee is responsible for the ca- 
lendar, newsletter and city promotional 
programs. 


Watson said he expects little change in 


the preliminary budget and a special 
council meeting has been scheduled for 
April 23 when salaries and personnel will 
be considered

The announcement by Sacred Heart of 


Mnry 
High School, Rolling Meadows, 


its tuition rate will go up to $550 next 
September clearly marks an end of an 
era 


During this era. parents of children at- 


tending Catholic high schools would brag 
thnt they werr paying more for their 
child's education However, this was true 
onlv when the highest tuition rates were 
still very low 


Now. even the most inexpensive tui- 


tioas are higher than the highest tuitions 
of eight years ago. so the parents have 
changed their tune. Now they are com- 
plaining they're paying too much for 
their child's secondary education. 


Sacred Heart is just one of many high 


schools run by religious orders that are 
forced to increase tuitions because of ris- 
ing costs Inflation has increased the cost 
of operating a school building while a re- 
cent shortage of priests nuns and broth- 
ers have forced the schools to hire high- 
er-paid lay teachers. 


YET. ONLY FOl'R years ago. tuition 


at Sacred Heart was only $250 a year. 
Clearly, the good but inexpensive Catho- 
lic high school is on its way out. 


One of my memories of my high school 


davs is how Catholic mothers around 
Chicago uvd to brag about how much 
they paid to send their son or daughter to 
• church-school. It was a pure status 
symbol The more you paid reflected on 
how good an education you were buying 
for your child The more you paid, the 
better the education. 


St Patrick's High School was the stat- 


us school on Chicago's north side with a 
tuition of over $300, many mothers could 
strut around, and look down to the pea- 
sants who sent their soas to a less ex- 
pensive school, like St. George or Weber 


Gordon Tech had little status, because 


it had the cheapest tuition, only $175 a 
year. The only people a Gordon Tech

mother could look down on was another 
Catholic family that sent their child to 
Schurz, a public high school. 


OF COURSE, things have changed, 


and even Gordon Tech now sports a tui- 
tion of around $350 in Chicago, In the 
suburbs, tuitions are just as high or hi- 
her. 


In charging a $550 tuition, Sacred 


Heart has decided to give the families 
with more than one daughter a break. 


If a family sends two daughters to Sa- 


cred Heart, the second daughter pays 
only $300 tuition. If a family sends three 
daughters to the school, the third daugh- 
ter attends tuition free. 


While Sacred Heart had discount rates 


this year too, a family with two or more 
daughters 
actually gets a 
tuition de- 


crease. This year, two daughters would 
pay a total combined tuition of $975, 
while only $850 total tuition would be 
paid next year. 


However, the increase will not sit well 


with a lot of people. As one mother said 
recently, "I'll be darned if I'll have a big 
family just to get discounts." 


Perhaps the new status symbol around 


the area may be getting one's child into 
a Catholic high school that charges less 
than $450 tuition annually?

Boyer: 'The People Need A Voice9

"People need a voice on the council," 


said 1st ward independent 
candidate 


Charles Boyer who describes the CAP 
party as a "miniature machine in ttie 
Meadows." 


"The big issue is apathy ... the 


people in Rolling Meadows are not being 
informed," Boyer, who is employed with 
CBS television, suggested more complete 
communications between the city council 
and the people. "There should be a news- 
letter after every city council meeting." 


Boyer said he would use his salary as 


alderman, approximately $100 a month, 
to finance a 1st ward questionnaire. "I 
could use this to determine what the real 
issues are," 


Having reported on everything from 


the Unittd States Senate to the Chicago 
City Council, Boyer feels he has the ex- 
perience needed to represent 1st ward 
constituents "giving them a voice." 


Questioned as to his opinion of a local 


income tax possibility, the independent 
candidate said he would "rather see a 
local income tax than a state income tax 
law." 


He said he strongly believes all tax 


money could be spent locally, rather 


than in Springfield or for Chicago wel- 
fare programs. "We have people right 
here who need it." 


Rolling Meadows, which is receiving 


more than $1 million in yearly sales tax 
returns, is using some of the funds for 
the expansion of city hall which Boyer 
opposes. He suggests possible use of the 
money to bring the city fire department 
under city council jurisdiction. 


"The Mayor doesn't need a larger of- 


fice ... we could use that money to 
create more fire substations near apart- 
ments and industry." Boyer also said he 


feels more than the $30,000 of the surplus 
allocated to the library last year should 
be given to the library. He said'the in- 
crease in high school students next year, 
will create a need for improved library 
facilities. 


Boyer says he will work for a city re- 


view board, if elected, to give city em- 
ployes a grievance committee to which 
they can submit their problems. He sug- 
gested possible use of city residents, who 
have no particular affiliation with any 
city officials. 


A 25 to 40 per cent turnover in the city 


police department which Boyer says ex- 
ists, might be reduced with creation of a 
grievance board, he believes. 


"We definitely need moderate and low 


income housing," but there seems to be 
no real vacant land available.

Creek Bill 
Introduction 
This Week 


The long-awaited McDonald Creek im- 


provement bill will be introduced in the 
Illinois General Assembly this week, ac- 
cording to Rep. Eugene Schlickman, 
R-Arlington Heights. 


The head of the McDonald Creek Im- 


provement Committee, Jack Gilligan 
said the funds will be used to replace a 
Soo Line R.R. bridge structure over the 
creek located southeast of Euclid and 
Wolf roads in Prospect Heights. 


The bill calls for spending $115,000 on 


improvement of the creek, Schlickman 
said. He pointed out the sum has been 
included in the budgi* prepared by Gov. 
Richard Ogilvie. 


Gilligan said, "We didn't have much 


hope at all (concerning the funds) for 
this year. Now it looks as though we'll 
get something done. Even though they 
can't get it started this fiscal year, they 
can next fiscal year. Things are now 
happening as fast as they possibly 
could." 


State officials are certain the bill will 


be passed. Once it is, bids for the new 
structure will probably be sought — 
probably sometime next summer. Gilli- 
gan predicted that construction would be- 
gin either late next summer or early in 
the fall with completion expected early 
in the spring. 


Gillilan said the McDonald Creek com- 


mittee has been at work on the creek 
problems about 64 months. Committee 
spokesmen have discussed the matter 
with the state bureau of the budget, the 
governor's office and the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Waterways, trying — successful- 
ly — to have an Appropriation for the 
creek included in the budget. 


The bill that will be introduced later 


this week was prepared by John Gillou, 
chief engineer of the state's waterways 
division. 


While Gilligan was happy over the 


bill's introduction, he pointed out that 
improving the bridge is not the complete 
solution to the flooding problem. "Even 
when they fix that bridge we still have 
half our problems to work on. A lot of 
work has to be done on the creek chan- 
nel. In some places it's not deep enough 
or wide enough." Gilligan said the creek 
improvement work would be done in 
phases.

Finance Director Richard Jesse of 


Mount Prospect told the Herald last 
week the village will rely on other 
sources of income until property taxes 
h.ive been collected and distributed by 
the county 


The village s other sources of revenue 


— state Income tax and sale* tax rebates 
and local license and permit fees — will 
not be affected by delay. 


Tax bills for property owners in the 


Northwest suburban area will be mailed 
at least 60 days behind schedule, accord 
tng to county tax officials Usually tax 
bills are mailed by March 11 with pay- 
ments due June 1 and Sept 1 In the 
past, tax funds have been distributed, be 
ginning in July 


"THE DELAY will affect our payment 


of interest due in general obligation 
bonds during the first three months of 
the new fiscal year which begins May 1 
The delay win also cause us to advance 
funds to the public library, so it can con 
tlnue its operation," Jesse explained 


The village board has already author- 


ized the finance director to advance the 
public library $15,000 a month for the 
months of May, June and July if neces 
sary The board voted March 2 to ad- 
vance the library $10,000 today with 
three additional monthly advances, if 
necessary 


Because of the delay, Jesse will tempo- 


rarily transfer $20,000 from other village 
funds to pay the interest on the village's 
general obligation bonds The bonds were 
issued to finance an addition to the vil- 
lage hall, construction of Fire Station No.

Teachers 
'Ready9* To 
Settle Pact 


Teachers in Dist. 57 are ready to agree 


to a 1971-72 contract with the school 
board, according to David Metzler, nego- 
tiations chairman of the Mount Prospect 
Education Association (MPEA). 


"We could settle this before the end of 


May if the board would only give us their 
proposal for negotiation," Metzler said. 
"They are the ones who are stalling." 


TONIGHT THE BOARD negotiations 


team and representatives of the MPEA, 
teacher bargaining agent, will meet for 
the fifth time behind closed doors to 
negotiate next year's teaching contract. 


Richard Zwieback, professional ne- 


gotiator hired by the board, said the 
board's proposal will not be brought to 
the negotiating table tonight. 


"The team still has to meet with the 


board before we propose anything to the 
teachers," he said. "We want to get the 
written language out of the way before 
the money items. If the teachers truly 
want to settle, I share the optimism zut 
it remains to be seen what will happen." 


Metzler said that tonight he will insist 


the board give the MPEA its proposal 
''within at least a couple of weeks." He 
said he would not agree to another nego- 
tiations meeting until they have a pro- 
posal ready. 


The only item on tonight's agenda, ap- 


proved by both parties, is discussion of 
proposals already made by both sides. 
Zwieback said the no-strike provision 
and the two-year contract proposed by 
the board will probably be negotiated. 


The two-year contract proposed by the 


board would provide that salary would 
be the only negotiable item for the 1972- 
73 school year. The contract would ex- 
pire June 30,1973. 


The proposed no-strike clause provides 


that members of the MPEA "will not 
cause or permit its members to cause . . 
. or take part in any sit down, stay-in or 
s l o w d o w n , affecting any operation 
(school) by the board." The clause also 
says teachers would not be able to inter- 
fere with board operations or restrict 
services in areas affecting "teacher re- 
sponsibility." 


MPEA proposals include salary in- 


creases, more fringe benefits and hiring 
of additional personnel. According to J. 
C. Busenhart, Dist. 57 business manager, 
the salary increases proposed by the 
MPEA total $269,680. However that fig- 
ure is based on the current staff in the 
district and does not take into account 
possibility that the 1971-72 teaching staff 
will be 22 teachers less according to a 
tentatively adopted staffing plan.

High School Dist. 214 Board Pres. 


Richard Bachhuber was reelected to the 
school board Saturday while the second 
incumbent. Leah Cummins, lost her seat 
to Jack Matthews, an Arlington Heights 
resident. 


In a down-to-the-wire race, Matthews 


edged Mrs. Cummins out of second place 
in the six-man field with 265 votes. 


Bachhuber, a Mount Prospect resident,

Victim, 17, Dies 


William Horn. 17. died early Easter 


Sunday in Northwest Community Hospi- 
tal, nearly three months after suffering a 
fractured spine in an accident resulting 
from a schoolboy prank at Arlington 
High School.

1345 N. Highland Ave., Arlington 
Heights. Arrangements have been made 
for private funeral services. 


Horn and two other youths, Brad 


Boice. 814 S. Ridge Ave., and Bill Kelly, 
17. of 751 S Burton Place, all suffered 
compressed fracture;] of the spine in the 
prank at the high school Jan. 20. 


SCHOOLMATES had barred the double 


doors of a lavatory, locking the three 
youths in. They were attempting to force 
open the door, 
bracing 
themselves 


against a free-standing "modesty wall," 
when the wall collapsed on top of them. 


Kelly was released from the hospital 


Jan. 30. Boice was released a few weeks 
later, but returned to the hospital this 
week for surgery to correct an infection 
in the lung area. 


Horn had remained in the hospital 


since the accident. 


According to a hospital spokesman, he 


was taken to surgery Thursday for in- 
sertion of a plate in the spine. Surgeons 
had just begun to administer anesthesia 
when the boy's heart stopped. Doctors 
corrected the failure, but he was de- 
scribed 
in "critical" condition after 


being taken to intensive care. 


Death was attributed primarily to in- 


jury to the spine and brain, according to 
the spokesman. 


Boice, who also had suffered lung and 


liver damage, had not been making satis- 
factory 
progress, according to the 


spokesman. He said surgery was per- 
formed Tuesday to correct an infectious 
condition. Boice was reported "much im- 
proved" and in "quite satisfactory" con- 
dition yesterday.

$130,000 Fire Hits Centex Plant

A fire causing at least $130,000 damage 


gutted a storage building in Centex In- 
dustrial Park in Elk Grove Village Satur- 
day, several months before the new own- 
er was to take possession. 


While firemen fought the blaze at The 


Atlas Van Lines Agency, grass caught 


fire next door around storage tanks pos- 
sibly containing explosive chemicals. The 
grassfire was extinguished before causing 
damage, Elk Grove Village Fire Chief 
Allen Hulett, said. 


No one was injured in the fire, which 


Hulett said probably started in a pile of 
rubbish at the rear of the building and 
burned through the overhead door and 


into the building. No one was inside at 
the time. 


The new owner, Otmar Wollner of Chi- 


cago, said he had planned to use the 
building as a manufacturing plant. He 
presently owns K.R. Kamarek, 71 Gor- 
don St., Elk Grove Village. 


THE FIRE caused an estimated 


$15,000 damage to the building, another 


$15,000 to business machines and furnish- 
ings, and $100,000 to household furnish- 
ings being stored there, Hulett said. 


He added that damage was possibly 


done to two $100,000 computers.

T h e s e candidates should be 


asked to form the nucleus of an ad- 
visory commission to supplement 
the park board. This commission 
could work in all areas — improv- 
ing communication with citizens, 
promoting the use of volunteers in 
parks, campaigning for donations 
f r o m 
community 
groups, and 


serving as a study and research 
body for projects assigned by the 
board 


While the park district has grown 


to a $1 2 million a year corporation 


and the staff has increased tremen- 
dously, 
the 
number of citizens 


working for the district has re- 
mained the same. A five-member 
board has governed the district 
since its creation in 1925. 


The continuing growth of Arling- 


ton Heights demands that the 
board get more accomplished. It 
would do well to take advantage of 
the candidates who have expressed 
their interest and to seek out other 
citizens who are willing to serve. 


The time demands of serving on 


the Park Board sometimes ham- 
string board members, resulting in 
lack of investigation and inability 
to research and study problems. 
An advisory 
commission 
could 


ease this problem. 


The Herald urges the board to 


consider this matter and appoint a 
citizens commission 
within 
the 


next two months, before the talent 
and interest of citizens is lost. 


No one can lose by creation of

sented in May to the board. 


Strong also presented a preliminary re- 


port to the board on the cost of installing 
automatic lines to the fire department 
from heat sensors in the district's 
schools. 


THE COST STUDY was undertaken 


at the direction of the board in the wake 
of the $150,000 fire last month at Miner 
Junior High School. The district last 
studied such a system two years ago. 


Strong reminded the board that the di- 


rect hook-up was rejected by the district 
two years ago because costs of maintain- 
ing phone lines. However, he said the 
new report "looks like a 180 degree turn- 
around from two years ago." 


He said two years ago the district esti- 


mated it would cost $1,000 a month to 
maintain the hook-up from all schools. 
Now, 
however, figures provided by Bell 


Telephone Co. and the Arlington Heights 
Fire Department indicate the monthly 
cost would be much lower. 


Installation of the system, at an esti- 


mated cost of $8,000 could be paid for by 
taxes levied for Life Safety Code mainte- 
nance, he said, but the cost of maintain- 
ing the system must come from regular 
district money. 


"IT LOOKS LIKE a pretty good deal," 


he said, "but it's still not a free ride." 


He said the district's insurance agent 


had said the district would receive a 20 
per cent reduction in fire insurance rates 
if heat sensors are installed, but said he 
was not sure if the saving would continue 
indefinitely. 


Board members directed Strong to 


study the question further and bring 
back an administrative recommendation 
on installation of the sensors as soon as 
possible. 


Citizen Rules 
Spelled Out 


Ground rules under which citizens are 


allowed to address the Board of Educa- 
tion of Arlington Heights Dist. 25 were 
spelled out at the board meeting last 
week. 


Board Pres. Theodore Seller, noting 


the presence of more than 100 persons at 
the meeting at Berkley School, said, "It 
seems that ever since our referendum 
defeat the board meetings have taken on 
a glamour they have never had before, 
so I feel it is time to restate the board 
policy on citizens speaking." 


He said a group spokesmen or individ- 


uals must ask to be placed on the agenda 
in advance If time permits at the meet- 
ing, he said, the citizens will be allowed 
to speak at the end of the regular 
agenda, otherwise the individual might 
be asked to wait until a later meeting. 


Ordinarily, he said, the board will not 


discuss a citizen's statement at the same 
meeting it is made. The subject will be 
placed on a later agenda for discussion 
by the board. 


"I don't think that such procedures 


should be construed as evasive," he said. 
"The board members are always avail- 
able individually after the meetings. The 
meetings of public bodies are not good 
forums for debate and an organized 
procedure is needed."

and work with Mrs. Haynes. They deal 
with topics like crafts, family relation- 
ships, food and nutrition and other things 
they choose. 


"Hopefully the mothers will learn dif- 


ferent ways of presenting things to their 


children and will get leadership devel- 
opment," Mrs. Haynes said. 


For the children, the program means a 


chance to play together, to learn games 
and to develop manual dexterity by 
working with the arts and crafts, she 
said. 


"IT FITS INTO our overall program at 


Park because we can spot problems and 
help parents manage their children at 


home to prevent future problems," Mrs. 
Haynes added. 


Most of the emphasis in the program is 


on social adjustment for the children, she 
said, but they incidentally get some read- 
ing readiness.

levy That was changed by the state leg- 
islature last year. The town board now 
votes on the levy and budget. 


This year the meeting will be used to 


read the annual reports, according to 
William Rohlwing, township supervisor. 
The reports include the town fund, town 
fund No. 2 (monies not received from a 2 
per cent tax allotment), road and bridge 
fund, general assistance fund, and sewer 
fund. 


Last Tuesday the town board of audi- 


tors held a hearing on the $166,012 town 
fund and $56,800 welfare fund budget and 
approved it unanimously. 


The budget, which was $20,000 less in 


the town fund and $10,000 less in the wel- 
fare fund, was not questioned by the 10 
township residents present at the hear- 
ing. 


THE BUDGET includes a $16,200 pro- 


vision for a tax collector. Last year the 
courts ruled the 2 per cent collection 
commission was unconstitutional, thus 
eliminating the tax collector position. 


However, there is a bill in the House of 


Representatives to replace the position of 
township tax collector. 


"We have allowed for it in case it was 


reinstated by the state. If it is not rein- 
stated, then the money will not be ex- 
pended," George Busse, town clerk, said.

A request by Elk Grove Village Com-

Dist. 59: Junior High Wins OK 


E 1 k Grove 
Township Elementary 


School Dist. 59 voters approved a $2.3 
million bond issue Saturday for a new 
junior high school and elected Allen 
Snarks and Erwin Poklacki to the board 
of education 


The bond issue was approved by 60 per 


cent of the n.2:i3 voters who turned out on 
a sunny Holy Saturday, 130 more than 
for last year's election. The district has 
about 25.0W) registered voters. 


The referendum was the prevailing 


concern of persons crowded into the dis- 
trict administration building board room. 
One couldn't tell the board winners from 
the losers through the jubilation over the 
referendum success. 


The tally showed 1,940 "yes" to 1,293 


"no" for (he issue. 


THE SCHOOL will be built on a 5.4- 


acre site on Janice Avenue in DCS 
Plaines 
near 
St. 
Zachary 
Catholic 


Church and school. 


Those new board members who will be 


planning the school will be incumbent Al- 
len Sparks of three years and Erwin 
Poklacki, a runnerup in last year's elec- 
tion. 


Poklacki, of Arlington Heights, had the 


high vote of the four candidates with 
1,827 to Sparks' 1,650. Sparks is from Des 
Plaines.

1,451 votes and Theodore Staddler, also 
of Elk Grove Village, had 965 votes. 


Poklacki came in strong in all 10 of the 


precincts. "I am very happy and thank- 
ful to everyone who voted for me" he 
said. "I expect the total vote is an equal 
blend of hard work by all those who 
worked in this election for me and what I 
said in my campaign speeches." 


Sparks said, "Obviously, I'm pleased. I 


thank all the people who worked for me 
and especially my wife and daughter 
who have been so patient in the last 
three years." 


He added, "I'm delighted about the 


referendum. I don't think there was any 


doubt that it was the most important 
part of the election today." 


The voter 
turnout was especially 


strong in the Devonshire and Einstein 
School precincts, both areas that will 
benefit from the new junior high school, 
the fifth for the district. 


Clearmont School and Juliette Low 


School precincts were the only two of the 
10 which voted down the referendum. 
The Clearmont precinct vote was 144 
"yes" and 145 "no." Juliette Low had 128 
"yes" and 157 "no."

41, told police that the three ban- 
dits burst into their residence armed 
with pistols and a butcher knife shortly 
after 9 p m April 1 


The stick up men. apparently the same 


trio who escaped later in the evening 
with $39 and a television set from iWii 
Center Si , told Gome/ and Alva thev 
would be shot if they went to police

worth of valuables, the men told police.

ENVIRONMENT: I support a joint 


committee of the surrounding towns with 
aldermen from each town on the com- 
mittee to do something about this. 


Something should be done, something 


more than what we have been doing . . . 
I would say a committee with represen- 
tatives from each town on the Des 
Plaines River could be formed to see 
what could be done and to put some teeth 
into any type of enforcement... I think 
we could probably do more on the river 
than we could on air and noise pollution. 


HIRING ALFRED PRICKET a for- 


mer alderman, as building commission- 
er: I've known Al for years and I think 
he'll do a good job for our town, but I 
also think that if I would have been on 
the council at the time I would have had 
to vote no. The city should set a mileage 
Omit for people who hold top jobs on how 
far they can live from the city so that in 
case of an emergency at night or over 
the weekend, the people in the higher of- 
fices could get here in a short time. (Pri- 
ckett lives in Powers Lake, Wis.) . . . I 
think we should have been looking possi- 
bly for a younger man. There's nothing 
wrong with older people working jobs, 
but we should have sought a younger 
man. 
We'll have to be looking all over 


again in a few years.

TIONS: I really couldn't answer as far 
as what is being done right now. I 
haven't followed that too closely. What is 
being done |'d say is probably adequate.

CITY COUNCIL: I know myself that I

THE CITY: There is a lot of study to be 
done and questions to be answered on 
this particular thing .

BUDGET: I don't think that open public 
hearings on the budget are necessary.

There should be a chance for the 
public to ask questions about the plans at 
an organized type of meeting on it. 


CITY MANAGER SYSTEM: I have al- 


ways been opposed to the city manager 
form of government. As of right now I'm 
still opposed to it . . . In the future I 
possibly could change my mind. 


WILL YOU DISCLOSE CAMPAIGN 


SPENDING AND SOURCES: I would be 
kind of leery to a certain extent of doing 
it. If they all would do it, I suppose I 
would do it, too ... I think in a cam- 
paign such as we have here, the amount 
of money we're spending is very small. I 
really don't think there would be a need 
to .put down the people who contribute 
any large amount to your campaign. 


IF ELECTED, WILL YOU DISCLOSE 


YOUR INTERESTS AND INCOME: No. 
As far as Interests are concerned, I don't 
have any in Des Plaines. My income is 
from where I work and that's it. Regard- 
less of whether I make $10,000 or 
$100,000, the people would be electing me 
for the person I am and the things I'll do 
for the second ward and Des Plaines.

Attending candidate forum at First 


Federal will be Kenneth Kehe, 1419 For- 
est Ave.; George Olen, 1242 White St.; 


and James Reilly, 1030 Cora St.; all run- 
ning in the second ward and third ward 
candidates Aid. John Leer, 1051 Jea- 
nette; B. Spencer Chase, 1140 Alfini Dr.; 
and Christl Plambeck, 831 Thacker St. 


Also scheduled to appear at that ses- 


sion are Arthur Erbach, 1275 Prospect 
Ave.; and Aid. Corvin Wagner, 1743 Far- 
well Ave.; candidates in the fifth ward.

George Olen: 'People Looking For 


George Olen wants more "people pow- 


er" for residents of the second ward. 
Electing him, Olen says, is the only way 
ward residents will be able to get an in- 
dependent voice on city council. 


Young (32) and more than willing to 


speak his mind, Olen thinks the city and 
the aldermen in his ward have not paid 
enough attention to what the people 
want. The residents, he says, need some- 
one to represent their interests. 


He points to opposition he helped or- 


ganize to the widening of Center Street, 
something he says the citizens oppose 
and were not consulted about. As a result 
of a meeting, at which Olen and others 
spoke against the widening plans, the 
project has been delayed at least tempo- 
rarily. 


"The people seem to feel for the first 


time that they do have a voice and that 
their voice is important, I think maybe 
this is really the big issue. The people 
are looking for someone who will speak 
for them," he says. 


"We do need a spokesman between 


city hall and the people and we don't 
have it right now. This might be a job at 
Aid. (Robert) Sherwood, but that is the 
situation. I don't think we've had an al- 
derman who has worked for the people 
since Lou Wright (Sherwood's 
pre- 


decessor)," Olen said. 


Olen dismisses both of his opponents, 


says he is by far the best man for the 
job, and confidently predicts he has the 
support to win on April 20. 


"I think I should be elected because 


I'm familiar with the city, the city coun- 
cil, the city codes. I love the city and I'm 
not afraid to speak out for the city," he 
says. 


Olen, who says it's time for more 


"people power" in Des Plaines, claims 
he can "get the people more actively in- 
volved in government and some of the 
decisions that are being made, for in- 
stance on this Center Street thing. 


"It's quite obvious, to me anyway, that 


the people regard me as a man they can 
trust in the second ward," he says. 


The major problems in his ward, ac- 


cording to Olen, are beautification, the 
need for better streets and for street 
lighting. "We have a definite need for 
street improvements, as great a need as 
anywhere else in the city and we seem to 
be almost ignored as far as street im- 


provements go," he says. 


Olen, a salesman for Midwest Concrete 


Products Co. who has an interest in a 
downtown condominium, also calls for a 
revision of the city's building code, which 
he says is so restrictive that it has dis- 
couraged downtown redevelopment. 


Here are his views on other issues fac- 


ing the city: 


YOUTH PROBLEMS: I think we have 


a defnite need for more youth programs, 
possibly even a full-time youth counselor. 
We have a responsibility to these kids. 
They're going to be the leaders of tomor- 
row and the voters of tomorrow and we 
have a definite responsibility to them ... 
I think the crime in this city and the 
dope problem can be tied together with 
our ignorance of youth problems and the 
lack of youth activities. 


ENVIRONMENT: I think we certainly 


could do a better job in the pollution de- 
partment. Noise pollution and air pollu- 
tion I think we're working on, but I think 
it might be a good idea to follow the lead 
of Park Ridge in their noise pollution 
control programs. Something should be 
done about the pollution from the planes, 
the kerosene people complain about 
when they find it on their wash that has 
been hanging outside in the summer. 


The Des Plaines River is so important 


that I think we should spend whatever 
we have to to control the pollution! there. 
The river could be a tremendous asset to 
our city. 


HIRING ALFRED PRICKETT, a for- 


mer alderman, as building commission- 
er: I would have voted against it because 
I think it's time for a younger man. I 
think we could have gotten a more quali- 
fied man ... Our building department is 
in definite need of reform. 


NEW LOW-INCOME HOUSING in the 


City: I am not for federally funded, fed- 
erally controlled low-income housing. I 
am for, and I can accept, federally fun- 
ded, locally controlled low-income hous- 
ing . . . I think there is a definite need 
but I would go along with what Rockford 
has done as far as single-family low-in- 
come housing. I don't like low-income 
housing in big, high-rise buildings. It 
does nothing but lead to problems ... I 
don't think we should take the lead at all. 
I think we have many other problems 
that must be solved first. 


CITY COUNCIL: I'm very much dis-

James Reilly: Til 
Stand Up, Be Counted' 


In his campaign, James Reilly prob- 


ably has emphasized most his belief that 
the second ward needs better streets, 
more steet lighting and new traffic regu- 
lations to improve pedestrian safety, es- 
pecially for children. 


Reilly, of 1030 Cora St., says he's also 


concerned with the effects downtown re- 
development will have on his ward. 


"The second ward offers challenges 


now and in the next five years that I am 
very vitally interested in as a home- 
owner," he says. "I want to stand up 
and be counted." 


"Within the first four-year term, my 


principal goal would be to make the 
second ward safe for the children as far 
as traffic is concerned," says Reilly. 


The city has to analyze the effects of 


new development on traffic and traffic 
safety, making sure that none are made 
"at the expense of safety for the chil- 
dren," he says. 


One example, according to Reilly, is 


the proposed bridge linking Thacker and 
Dempster streets at the Des Plaines Riv- 
er. 
' 


"Until J see more concrete, built-in 


safety factors, I would not recommend 
moving ahead on Thacker Street," he 
says. "I haven't seen anywhere so far 
where they have included good safety 
factors." 


REILLY, 45, says the majority of the 


school children in the ward have to cross 
Thacker at some point and it is the city's 
responsibility to assure pedestrian safety 
if the street is to be made into a major 
east-west thoroughfare. 


"I believe there's also a need through- 


out the ward for better street lighting," 
he says. 


A former School Dist. 62 board mem- 


ber, Reilly owns the Prairie-Lee Paint 
Co. Being a local businessman, he says, 
will make him more available to his con- 
stituents if he is elected. 


"In this community, my company has 


been in business for some 34 years and 
I've always felt that you get out of a 
community what you put into it. If you 
have an opportunity to put back into the 
community, I think you should," he says.

PUBLIC HEARINGS on the city budg- 


et: I couldn't see what it would accom- 
plish. I wonder how many people would 
attend a public hearing on the city budg- 
et.

I think 
this is a problem right now of commu- 
nication between the aldermen and the 
people of the ward. The people don't 
know what this comprehensive plan is 
because the aldermen haven't brought it 
to the people. 


HUMAN RELATIONS in the city: 


There are some definite problems with 
the Spanish-speaking people, definite 
problems in educating these people so 
that I think we could get involved, some- 
body has to get involved. . . There's a 
definite problem in industries not being 
able to get minority groups out here to 
work, which I think has to be looked into 
also. 


CITY MANAGER SYSTEM: I don't 


see any need for a city manager system. 
I don't see any reason to give one man 
almost complete control of the city. 


HIS OPPONENTS: I think in my mind 


that I am the best person for the job. I 
don't think 1 even would have considered 
running if I thought Mr. Reilly or Mr. 
Kehe would to a doog job of representing 
the people... I don't approve of political 
favoritism and I think if the people want 
political favoritism, they would have to 
elect Mr. Reilly. 


W I L L YOU DISCLOSE campaign 


spending and sources? Yes, without any 
problems at all. 
IF ELECTED, will you disclose your 
interests and income? Yes, but I can't 
see any real reason for it ... I don't 
know if it would be the best thing for the 
city. It might create embarresment or ill 
feelings. I don't think it's necessary in a 
small city like ours, really. 


"I think the best qualification for an 


alderman is being able to communicate 
with the people," says Reilly. One thing I 
am is very accessible. Being in business 
here, you can walk into my store pretty 
much any time and see me. I also have 
an opportunity to get out during the day 
and see problems." 


Reilly says he supports the city coun- 


cil's recent halt on apartment buildings 
in the R-5 zoning district surrounding 
much of the downtown area. The city 
should set up architectural standards for 
R-5 apartment buildings that provide 
plenty of off-street parking as well as 
landscaping and greenery, he said. 


Reilly also says the R-5 district should 


remain within its present boundaries and 
not be expanded to other areas, which he 
feels would cause spot zoning and affect 
nearby neighborhoods. 


He said he also supports lowering the 


speed limit on Center Street, keeping Al- 
gonquin Road classified as a residential 
street and reducing both speed and 
weight load limits for many streets in 
the second ward. 


Here are Reilly's views on other city 


issues: 


YOUTH PROBLEMS: I think any time 


that the community delegates to the city 
council or the city government the total 
responsibility for things such as its 
youth, they have not only delegated their 
responsibility but heve alleviated that re- 
sponsibility and their interest... As far 
as I'm concerned, whenever you give a 
responsibility over to the city, such as 
for a youth center, then the people cease 
being involved. 


I think they have to be involved to 


make it successful. As far as the youth 
center, I favor an approach something 
like the city has done with the historical 
society, keeping a healthy mixture of 
city participation, group .participation 
and interested citizen participation. 


What I think what we need here is 


more cooperation between the parents 
and the existing groups that are inter- 
ested in this at the present time. 


ENVIRONMENT: I believe that we 


must again make this a totally city-wide 
movement. I think the city should pro- 
duce the leadership but I also believe it 
should enlist and work toward getting the 
aid of not just a few people but the total 
community . . . I don't want to see this 
community just toss problems to the city 
and forget them. 


HIRING ALFRED PRICKETT, a for- 


mer alderman, as building commission: 
I certainly would have (voted for him) 
regardless of the statements that have 
been made as to the hiring procedure, of 
which I have no definite knowledge. I'll 
say at any chance I get, Des Plaines is 
very fortunate to have Al Prickett as our 
building commissioner. 


NEW 
LOW-INCOME HOUSING IN 


THE CITY: I believe that low-income 
housing for the elderly should be sup- 
ported . . . (Reilly said, however, he is 
against locating the proposed senior citi- 
zen housing project on a park that was 
formerly the site of Thacker Junior High 
School, on the block between Thacker 
and Ashland.) 


I believe there is a need for this in Des 


Plaines for people with lower incomes 
such as younger couples or low-income 
families ... We have a need here but I 
don't want to see Des Plaines become a 
low-income housing area for greater Chi- 
cago, . . . I believe the human relations 
commission is working on this thing (de- 
termining if there is a need for new low- 
income housing) but if it is not being 


If there is need within our community, 


our community should shoulder Its re- 
sponsibility . . . I don't want to see low- 
income housing become a pawn of forced 
integration . . . 


CITY EMPLOYE 
LABOR RELA- 


TIONS: Long negotiating sessions are 
not indicative of an unhealthy atmos- 
phere. As long as our people are willing 
to talk and negotiate, then the conflict 
can be eliminated. 


CITY COUNCIL: Better leadership a 


lot of times really is better commu- 
nication. An alderman often cannot see 
all the little facets of problems within his 
ward. You can't expect him to carry the 
ball unless you give him the ball to car- 
ry ... leadership has to come from 
good communication with people in the 
ward. 


CITY MANAGER SYSTEM: I have 


lived in a community that has a city 
manager form of government . . . I 
would take the full-time mayor.

Mrs. Margaret Liaiaski, Ita director, 


said the center has not received founda- 
tion money for several years because it 
no longer is a new social agency. "We 
were able to gat along without that mon- 
ey," she explained, "but we can't get 
along without the township money." 


Last year the Center, which has 12 


staff members, operated at a diflclt of 
more than $14,500. The center had ex- 
pected, but did not get, about $15,000 in 
township fees, according to Mary Young, 
a consultant with the Salvation Army to 
the Community Counseling Center. 


"Unless we can get the money to meet 


the deficit for the past year," Miss 
Young said, "and for the coming year 
which will be pretty much the same, 
we'll have to cut back on the service pro- 
vided by the Community Counseling Cen- 
ter." 


Miss Young said that the cutback in 


service would mean dismissal of some 


staff members, which would mean a re- 
dui.ed e.,se load for the center and a 
longer waitiag list of people who ooed 
service. 


THE COMMUNITY Counseling Center 


serves families in Arlington Heights, 
Buffalo Grove, DOB Plaiaes, Elk Grove, 
Hanover Park, Hoffman Estates, Mount 
Prospect, Palatine, Prospect Heights, 
Rolling Meadows, Schaumburg, Wheeling 
and unincorporated School Dist. 63. 


Each of these communities contributes 


to the Counseling Center through their 
Community Chest. "This Center is a 
combined venture between the commu- 
nity and the Salvation Army," Mrs. Li- 
sinski explained, "the Community Chests 
are alloted money from the Crusade of 
Mercy and they distribute those funds to 
health and welfare agencies ia their com- 
munity. We're tha only social work agen- 
cy in the area." 


Miss Young said the money has come 


in from the various Community Chests 
and the Salvation Army has helped fund- 
ing as well but the Salvation Army is 
also having trouble raising money. 
"They have raised some," she said, "but 
not enough to help us meet or deficit."

Victim, 17, Dies 


William Horn, 17, died early Easter 


Sunday in Northwest Community Hospi- 
tal, nearly three months after suffering a 
fractured spine ia an accident resulting 
from a schoolboy prank at Arlington 
High School. 


The youth had undergone heart arrest 


while being prepared for surgery on 
Thursday and was rushed to tho in- 
tensive care unit where he remained un- 
til his death about l a.m. Sunday. Ho 
was the son of Mr. and Mrs. William G. 
Horn, 1345 N. Highland Ave., Arlington 
Heights. Arrangements have bean made 
for private funeral services. 


Horn and two other youths, Brad 


Botce, 814 S. Ridge Ave., and Bill Kelly, 
17, of 751 8. Burton Place, all suffered 
compressed fractures of the spine ia tho 
prank at tho high school Jan. 20. 


SCHOOLMATES had barred the double 


doors of a lavatory, locking the three 
youths in. They won attempting to force 
open tho door, bracing 
themselves 


against • free-standing "modesty wan," 
when tho wall collapsed on top of them. 


Kelly was released from the hospital 


Jan 30 Boice was released a few weeks 
later, but returned to the hospital this 
week for surgery to correct an infection 
in the lung area. 


Horn had remained in tho hospital 


since the accident 


According to a hospital spokesman, bo 


was taken to surgery Thursday for in- 
sertion of a plate la tho spine. Surgeons 
had Just begun to administer anesthesia 
when the toy's heart stopped. Doctors 
corrected the failure, but he was de- 
scribed ia "critical" condition after 
being taken to intensive care. 


Death was attributed primarily to in- 


jury to tha spine and brain, according to 
the spokesman. 


Boice, who also had suffered lung and 


liver damage, had not been making satis- 
factory progress, according to tho 
spokesman. He said surgery was per- 
formed Tuesday to correct an infectious 
condition. Boice was reported "much im- 
proved" and in "quite satisfactory" con- 
dition yesterday. 


Hansen, Miller, Nugent Win Seats On Harper Board

Milton Hansen. Ross Millar and D Eu- 


gene Nugent were elected Saturday to 
serve three-year terms on the Harper 
College board of trustees. 


With 45 of the 4$ precincts reporting, 


Hansen, a two-term incumbent, led the 
balloting with 8,617 votes. He was follow- 
ed by Miller with 6,503 and Nugent with 
6.377 


In fourth place was Hannah Wilson, 


who tallied 5.606 She was followed by 
Larry Moran (3,001), Robert Fuchs 
(2.750), Larry Barry (2,562) and Eugene 
Berry (1,635) 


THERE WAS little doubt about the out- 


come by the time the first four or five 
precincts bad been reported to Harper 
offices The returns indicated solid sup- 
port for the top throe finishers 


By the time the fourteenth precinct 


was called in. It appeared that Mrs Wil- 
son was cutting into Miller's lead. How- 
ever, large voter turnouts ia Pslatino 


pushed Miller far ahead of Mrs. Wilson, 
and none of the winners wore challenged 
after that point. 


The three men won or tied for the lead 


In » of the 45 precincts. Hansen, who 
also led the ballot three years ago, took 
14 polling places while Nugent and Miller 
each won eight. 


Hansen, a Palatine resident who works 


as a patent attorney for Quaker Oats Co. 
in Barrmgton, scored solidly in every 
community to the five-township Harper 
district. 


Ho led in most of the Barrington and 


Palatine precincts, while winning five of 
the six precincts in Arlington Heights. 


MILLER, a Mount Prospect attorney, 


pushed ahead of Nugent's total as he 
captured all five preciacts in Mount 
Prospect Earlier, he had scored well in 
the Palatine area. 


Nugent, a Palatine resident who works 


for U.S. Gypsum, gained bis greatest 


strength in PALATINE AND Barrington, 
as did Miller. 


The three men will take their seats on 


the Harper board on Monday, April 19. 
Nugent and Miller replace John Haas of 
Prospect Heights and James Hamill of 
Palatine, both of whom did not seek re- 
election. 


Mrs. Wilson, a Mount Prospect resi- 


dent and a nurse in Elementary Dist. 54 
(Schauraburg-Hoffman 
Estates), 
cap- 


tured three of the four Elk Grove Village 
precincts. 


Moran, who has threatened to press 


charges against Miller in a dispute over 
campaign literature, won several pre- 
cincts in the Schaumburg-Hoffman Es- 
tates area. 


COLLEGE officials reported early Sun- 


day morning that totals from the final 
precinct, located in Prospect Heights, 
would not be available until Monday. The 
officials ia the precinct bad not reported 


the totals, and had sealed the results in 
with the ballots. 


However, college officials said they an- 


ticipated about 200 votes from the pre- 
cinct, which they agreed was not enough 
to affect the election of Hansen, Miller 
and Nugen. 


Tho swooping victory for the three men 


followed an election marked by con- 
troversy about tho conduct of tho cam- 
paign. 


Two weeks ago, a handbill signed by a 


group called the Citizens for an Out- 
standing Harper College Board was dis- 
tributed. The handbill supported the 
three eventual winners. 


On election day, copies of the handbill 


were passed out near several polling 
places. However, names of ten members 
of the committee were listed on the back, 
after Moran had threatened to file 
charges against Miller for "publication" 
of the leaflet.

seling Center do to require a budget of 
more than $70,060 a year? 


The Community Counseling Center em- 


ploys two full-time case workers and two 
part-time case workers. All four have 
their master's degrees in social work. It 
also employs four part-time men social 
workers who also hold their master's de- 
grees in social work. 


The center employs two full-time ad- 


ministrative secretaries, one part-time 
clerical worker and a full-time case aide 
who holds a bachelor's degree. 


It is open every day from 8:30 to 4 30 


and evening hours are from 5 to 10. One 
part-time worker spends one evening a 


week la the Palatine Town Han where be 
offers counseling service. 


The cantor offers SB additional service 


on a limited basis. CaUed tho Homemak- 
er Service it provides trained women to 
go into a homo while the mother Is ia the 
hospital or too in to take care of her 
family. The homemaker Is sent by the 
Chicago office of the Salvation Army. 


"We'd like to have o Hememakor Ser- 


vice here," said Mrs. Llstaski, "because 
having o woman come hero from Chi- 
cago is very expensive - up to $W a 
week for transportation atone. We'd also 
like to have more out-post offices m far- 
out communities to provide bettor and 
more convenient service. Neither of 
these wiH happen in the foreseeable fu- 
ture, though, due to the lack of fuada."

Even as screaming patients were still 


being dragged from the rubble of a col- 
lapsed Veterans hospital in San Fer- 
nando, The Rev. Donald Abernathy of 
Stone Mountain, Georgia, was capital- 
izing on this disastrous earthquake, by 
announcing: "Los Angeles has exalted it- 
self as the City of The Angels — and it's 
going to be brought down to its grave!" 


Rev. Abaraathy attracted similar na- 


tional attention in 19M when his an- 
nounced "vision" of the complete de- 
struction of Los Angeles was taken so 
seriously by his nock in the Bible Apos- 
tolic Church of BeU Gardens, that they 
headed his orders to sell everything and 
move as a group to Georgia. 


Most Californians will feel wen rid of 


this voice-of-doom with his insufferable 
assurance that for no apparent reason, 
he has been tapped as The Almighty's 
personal early warning system. For even 
the late Father Divine (who publicly ad- 
mitted that he was God) could be at least 
appropriate in such pronouncements. 
Just after this incredible, but affable and 
rotund black cult leader was sentenced 
to a ten-day jail term, the elderly judge 
who handed down the sentence sustained 
a heart attack and passed quickly and 
peacefully to his reward. When the 
press descended en masse upon Father 
Divine in his cell and asked for a com- 
ment, Father frowned and replied in 
somber tones: "I hated to do it!" 


NATURAL DISASTERS have always 


provided a goldmine for some religion- 
ists, although the Jehovah's Witnesses, 
who virtually drool over their eager ex- 
pectations of the impending end of this 
world, have grown wiser through the 
years. This sect's founder, Charles Taze 
Russell, assured his followers that the 
Second Coming of Christ was scheduled 
for 1874, with the precise date being suc- 
cessively advanced to 1914; then to 1918 
and later to 1925. (These dates were later 
explained as having been "invisible Sec- 
ond Comings." The Witnesses have DOS 
learned the folly of being specific in this 
regard and have yielded to such tan- 


talizing pronouncements as "The End is 
near!" or "At any time!") 


Almost invariably when there are a 


handful of survivors of a plane crash or 
a mining disaster, one or more of them 
will piously affirm that "God was \\rh 
me!" This, while the families of those 
who died are so dazed with shock and 
grief that they cannot ay out against 
such presumptuousaoss — and the idea 
that God was not with their loved ones 
who perished. 


The concept of God as either a puppet- 


master or the groat celestial banker (in- 
stead of • Father) was denounced by the 
Book of Job as well as by Jesus Christ 
when be emphatically denied that a 
group of GaUitoaa*. who had been 
slaughtered by Pontius Pilate, were 
thereby suffering for their sins. 


Moreover, the hoary practice of ascrib- 


ing ovary natural disaster to God ap- 
pears to be undergoing progressive aban- 
donment in tho civil court* due to, 
among other reasons, a number of amus- 
ing litigations. In Florida, for instance, 
when a court bold that one plaintiff's in- 
jury was due to an "Act of God," he 
promptly filed suit against 23 churches 
and one synagogue, charging that they 
are "God's Agents." And In Oakland, Ca- 
lif., a secretary filed suit against God, 
charging that "careless control of the 
weather" had damaged her house when 
it waa bit by lightning. 


ONE OP THE moat decisive responses 


to this kind of theology, however, came 
from a legendary city editor. A young 
reporter telegraphed the following on- 
the-scene report of the Johnstown Flood: 


"God came out of tho mountains today

Planning Opens Its Doors To Women 


by DOROTHY OLIVER 


A city needs to be modernized A shop-

It all takes planning And behind the 


forethought are men and women in the 
planning field 


Again, women have entered a field 


once thought of as a "man's profession " 
The American Institute of Planners has 
a female membership of 331, or 61 per 
cent of its 5,400 members (In 1965 49 
per cent, or 149 of the members were 
women) 


Not only are women being accepted, 


but they are hired in well paying, respon- 
sible jobs Preliminary figures gathered 
from 600 planning agencies show that ap- 
proximately eight per cent of the top lev- 
el jobs, that of planning director, are 
filled by women 


WHAT DO PLANNERS DO? Mary 


McLean, a private planning consultant, 
has worked in many aspects of the field 
since receiving her master's degree in 
1952 from the University of North Caro- 
lina 


Research, writing and the preparation 


of plans have taken up part of her ca- 
reer She has worked on comprehensive 
plans for cities such as Harvey, New Le- 
nox and LaSalle, 111, looking into land 
use, public facilities and street patterns 
Another time she worked on urban city 
redevelopment for a city in Iowa which 
had been hit by a tornado 


"I really don't think there is any job in 


planning that cannot be handled by a 
woman " said Miss McLean "The busi- 
ness world is a man's work), and most 
men feel it is a distinct advantage to 
have a planning director who is a man 
because he is working with men But 
there is no reason why a women can't 
handle this kind of job " 


THE PLANNER looks to the future - 


often not seeing any tangible results of 
her efforts for a long time She must be 
committed to social and environmental 
changes that will offer advantages to the 
people and be willing to work with those 
people in finding solutions to their prob- 
lems 


Esthetics are not the only concern — 


social and economic ramifications are 
extremely important Racial situations, 
income levels, health services, trans- 
portation needs are all considered with 
development projects 


A master's degree in planning is not 


essential, said Mary McLean but ' It is 
an avenue to a job in the planning field 
— probably the most direct It is desir- 
able for a woman, especially, because it 
puts her in a higher competitive posi- 
tion " 


AT THIS TIME the Illinois Institute of 


Technology on Chicago's South Side and 
Northwestern University in Evanston are 
the only universities in the area that of- 
fer a master's in planning Roosevelt 
University and Loyola University offer 
master's in urban studies 


The American Institute of Planners 


(AIP) the professional organization for 
urban planners, suggests a future plan- 
ner do undergraduate work in fields such 
as social sciences — particularly pohti 
cal science, sociology and economics — 
geography, law, public administration, 
architecture or engineering 


The October, 1970, edition of "Plan- 


ning," the newsletter of the American 
Society of Planning Officials (ASPO) 
contains an article, "Women In Plan 
ning" by Isreal Stollman executive di 
rector of the Society 


"From tune to time, a woman planner 


notes that it takes her longer to get a 
new job than it takes a male planner to 
do so," the article states "Few women 


are planning directors or in other Jobs of 
high responsibility 


"AT ITS APRIL meeting, the ASPO 


Board asked for a Committee on Wom- 
en's Rights to report to the 1971 annual 
meeting " 


"There are now some studies under 


way to find out more about either overt 
or disguised discrimination against worn 
en on the job, on the campus or hi atti 
tudes " said Marjone Berger, ASPO as- 
sociate director "Some ideas and pro 
posals have been made (at the recent 
convention) but none have been adopted 
as yet" 


Both ASPO and API are heading in the 


direction of woman's rights in planning 
Within the next year the AIP intends to 
add that there cannot be discrimination 
of minorities and women in their code of 
conduct ASPO will follow suit 


Mary McLean is a member of the 


woman s rights committee "This com- 
mittee is concerned with how planning 
affects women in careers, in public 
agencies and how it affects them in their 
communities " 


ONE OF THE THINGS the committee 


is discussing is the need for a woman s 
voice in the design of facilities — from 
day care centers to kitchens — that 
directly affect women 


Opportunities and equality for women 


in planning are opening up As stated in 
the "Women In Planning" article, ' A 
profession that has proclaimed its per 
sonnel shortages in every year of its 
modern history, and that is paid to look 
ahead should be quick to draw upon un- 
der used womanpower 


' Aside from the social equity and hu- 


man sense of more women working more 
equally in planning, their greater partici- 
pation will correct for the lapses and 
gaps in plans that are not attentive 
enough to special community needs of 
women "

Offers Abortion Bill 


Rep Bruce Douglas, D-Chicago, has 


introduced a watered-down abortion bill 
(HB1552) in the Illinois House of Repre- 
sentatives 


T h i s 
bill 
would 
make 
abortion 


legal in the first 12 weeks of pregnancy, 
if performed by a licensed physician in a 
licensed facility. 


Douglas withdrew an earlier bill which 


extended to 20 weeks after conception the 
deadline for abortion, if performed in a 
licensed hospital by a licensed physician 
consulting with an obstetrical specialist 
and one other physician.

hours It also provides for repeal of the 
.'(-hour day and allows voluntary over- 
time at premium pay. The proposed leg- 
islation would create an administrator to 
implement the provisions of the act.
